Valedictory  Address 

BY  HIS  HONOR,  MAYOR  ROSS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Conncih  : 

Another  city  government  is  about  to  take  upon  itself  the 
responsibility  of  managing  our  municipal  affaii's,  the  j^ro- 
tection  and  preservation  of  our  personal  and  public  rights,  of 
our  property,  the  earnings  of  our  industry,  and  to  secure  the 
just  operations  of  constituted  authority.  I  am  not  aware  that 
there  is  any  necessity  for  us,  who  are  now  yielding  place  to 
you,  to  say  much  of  our  successes  or  failures.  Our  acts  have 
been  open  and  suggested  by  honest  intentions.  Do  you  ex- 
pect to  accomplish  all  the  undertakings  you  have  in  mind  ?  Is 
any  considerate-  official  bold  enough  to  venture  such  an  asser- 
tion ?  But  a  few  brief  comments  will  be  in  accordance  witl 
usage,  and  cannot  long  detain  j^ou  from  the  new  and  vigor- 
ous thoughts  of  my  successor. 

SCHOOLS. 

We  have  duly  appreciated  the  importance  of  our  school' 
and  wish  them  "God  Speed"  under  your  charge. 

FINANCE. 

The  following  information  comes  to  me  from  the  Board  o' 
Assessors : 

Abatements  made  during  tlie  year  ending  December  31. 
1886,  $3,696.78,  as  follows:  for  1880  and  1881,  $1,093.04; 
for  1H82-83-84-85,  $2,603.74;  total,  $3,696.78. 

This  shows   that   the    Assessors'    estimate  of  last   year's 


available  tax  was  $1,200  too  high.  The  present  Collector 
entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  in  1882,  and  there  is  due 
from  him  less  salaries  and  abatements  for  1882-83-84-85 
and  86,  $28,000.

COUKT    KO<JM. 

If  there  had  been  any  strong  seuthnent  in  favor  of  a  new 
county  building,  the  harmony  and  unity  necessary  for  such 
an  undertaking  was  entirely  lacking,  when  we  came  into 
power.  We  did  find  however,  a  disposition  to  improve  and 
repair  the  old  court  room  soon  after  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing by  the  county  representation  : 

Concord,  N.  H.,  Aug.  6,  1885. 

Strafford  County  delegation  met  in  convention  at  the  call 
of  the  chairman,  at  1  :80  o'clock,  p.  m.  On  motion  of  Mr. 
Edgerly  of  Somersworth  : 

Voted,  That  the  County  Commissibners  be  authorized  and 
requested  to  allow  the  City  of  Dover  to  make  all  necessary 
repairs  upon  the  present  court  house  at  the  expense  of  said 
City  of  Dover. 

The  councils,  by  concurrent  vote  dii'ected  the  Mayor  and 
j)resident  of  the  common  council  to  put  the  court  room  into 
a  good  Jind  suitable  condition.  The  duty  assigned  has  been 
attended  to  and  the  Treasurer's  report  shows  the  expenses  in- 
curred. 

OPKKA      HOUSE. 

In  1H85  many  influential  people  became  dissatisfied  with 
the  City  Ilali,  and  an  order  shortly  afterward  passed,  to  re- 
model the  same  with  a  view  to  furnish  a  better  place  for  pub- 
lic amusements.  I  confess  to  many  doubts  and  misgivings, 
but  the  changes  in  society,  which  are  forever  silently  going 
on,  are  not  to  be  restricted  })y  mere  love  of  permanence  and 
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stabilit3^  Doubtless  the  feeling,  which  originally  existed  in 
the  minds  of  our  ancestors  against  everything  belonging  to 
the  theatre,  still  holds  some  sway  in  our  midst,  but  it  is 
wearing  off,  and  Dover  people  generally  are  very  well  satis- 
fied with  the  change  from  the  old  Hall  to  the  new  Opera 
House.  Our  growth  has  advanced  beyond  that  condition  in 
which  political,  literary,  and  social  wants  were  satisfied  by  a 
public  audience  room,  and  it  is  no  wonder  that  our  people  de- 
mand rooms  suitable  for  public  amusements.  So  far  as  dol- 
lars and  cents  go,  it  has  been  a  very  profitable  investment. 

BRIDGES. 

No  extensive  repairs  have  been  made,  expenditures  being 
applied  only  to  make  good,  ordinary  wear  and  deterioration. 
The  Central  Avenue  abutments  have  been  strengthened  by 
additional  bolts.     This  bridge  needs  top-planking. 

FIRE    DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  has  demanded  and  received  extra  care 
and  expenditure.  In  the  matter  of  additional  hose,  exten- 
sion of  hydrants  and  the  introduction  of  the  Gamewell  Sys- 
tem of  fire  alarm,  the  necessary  legislation  w^as  made  with- 
out a  dissenting  vote. 

POLICE. 

As  the  result  of  my  two  years  experience  I  find  that  the 
police  force  of  our  city  will,  as  a  whole,  compare  favorabl}'^ 
with  that  of  other  cities.  Marshal  Fogerty  has  proved  him- 
self honest,  capable,  and  untiring  in  the  discharge  of  his  du- 
ties. 

HKJHWAVS. 

At  the  beginning  of  m^^  first  tenn  of  oflice  I  was  con- 
fronted with  a  huge  pile  of  stone  near  Sawyer's  Mills.  This 
mass  of  material,  suitalde  for  the  crusher,  had  l)een  ])ar- 
gained  for  in  the  last  month  of  the  i)receding  City  (iovern- 
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ment.  We  found  that  we  had  but  two  years  in  which  to  re- 
move the  same.  Payment  of  $300  was  made  in  April,  and 
the  crusher  was  moved  to  Sawyer's  the  last  of  June,  the 
crusher  being  started  July  13th,  and  1131  loads  were  crushed 
in  1885,  about  half  of  the  pile.  In  1886  there  were  1166 
loads  crushed,  making  a  total  of  2297  loads,  the  cost  to  the 
city  being  thirteen  cents  per  load,  proving  to  be  a  good  in- 
vestment for  the  City.  It  may  be  well  to  say  that  these  stone, 
harder  than  the  product  of  our  ledge,  required  more  crushing 
power,  which  was  secured  by  increasing  the  speed  of  the  en- 
gine, thereby  giving  one-third  more  crushed  stone  per  day. 
The  crusher  was  moved  back  to  the  City  Farm  last  July,  and 
has  turned  out  since  611  loads  for  Cocheco  street,  total  for 
the  year,  1777  loads.  It  is  difficult  to  Understand  how  we 
could  maintain  our  streets  in  good  condition  by  any  other 
means,  or  in  any  other  way  than  that  now  in  use  ;  for  natural 
road  material,  so  easily  found  in  some  localities,  is  well- 
nigh  denied  to  us.  It  is  true  that  running  the  crusher  in- 
volves considerable  expense,  but  the  results  are  very  satis- 
factory, and  with  good  management,  the  expenditure  may 
reasonably  be  expected  to  decrease.  It  is  not  too  much  to 
say  that  we  have  improved  many  old  roads,  and  constructed 
a  number  of  new  ones.  Those  among  om-  citizens  who  are 
familiar  with  the  roads  of  neighboring  cities,  declare  that  we 
are  not  behind  in  this  important  city  interest.  We  have  built 
the  new  Blackwater  road.  Ham  street  in  part,  also  the  street 
leading  from  Broadway  to  Somersworth  Machine  Company's 
works,  and  widened  Central  Avenue. 

SEWERS. 

Our  system,  if  system  it  be,  is  very  defective,  f\nd  is  likely 
to  lead  to  disastrous  results.  The  beginning  was  radically 
wrong  and  there  seems  to  be  no  inexpensive  way  out  of  the 
difficulty- 
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CEMETERY. 

The  revenue  from  the  sale  of  lots  for  the  past  year  amounts 
to  8410.  The  expenditures  have  been  $950.  Additional  land 
has  been  purchased,  and  a  reservoir  and  building  constructed.

Inauoiiration  Address 

o 
BY  HIS  HONOR,  MAYOR  LOWELL. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

You  have  been  selected  from  the  great  mass  of  our  citi- 
zeus,  to  take  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  City  of  Dover  for 
the  current  year.  In  accepting  the  position  to  which  you 
have  been  elected,  you  have  assumed  a  grave  responsibility. 
The  controlling  and  expending  the  money  of  another  is  al- 
ways attended  with  more  or  less  responsibility.  In  this  case 
we  have  the  whole  community  of  our  city  looking  to  our 
movements.  Therefore  let  us  move  with  caution.  Before 
saying,  "Yes,"  or  "No,"  to  any  matter  that  may  come  be- 
fore you,  look  the  matter  well  over.  See  all  sides  of  it,  that 
you  may  come  to  a  thorough  understanding  of  it.  What  we 
want,  and  what  the  citizens  of  Dover  demand  of  us  this 
year,  is  a  straightfoi'ward,  honest,  economical,  business  ad- 
ministration. Now  this  is  all  easy  enough  to  do,  if  you  will 
make  up  yowY  minds  on  the  start,  right  now,  that  you  will 
u  se  your  best  endeavors  to  accomplish  this  end.  Each  mem- 
ber of  this  City  Government  must,  of  necessity,  make  a  rec- 
ord for  himself .  let  it  be  an  honorable  one,  one  that  you 
can  look  back  to  with  pride.  Whatever  the  pul)lic  good  de- 
mauds  in  whatever  dei)artment  it  may  arise,  if  you  are  satis- 
fied that  it  is  a  public  necessity,  no  matter  where  the  location 
of  the  job  may  be,  do  it.  I  et  us  rise  above  the  littleness  of 
our  ward,  or  precinct,  and  get  into  a  more  healthful  atmos- 
phere.    It  is  true  you  have  all  been  elected  from  separate 
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wards  or  precincts,  but  you  are  au  Alderman  or  Councilman 
for  the  whole  city,  and  not  for  the  particular  location  from 
which  you  come. 

Now  geutlemen  I  want  to  talk  to  you  a  few  moments  on 
collection  of  taxes.  Dover,  in  population  and  wealth,  has 
got  beyond  the  power  of  one  man  to  collect  the  taxes  com- 
mitted to  him  by  the  Assessors,  unless  assistance  is  rendered 
him  in  some  shape.  I  know  from  experience  in  the  Board  of 
Assessors,  that  the  public  good  demands  a  change.  I  will 
submit  for  your  consideration  two  ways  to  accomplish  this 
object.  The  first,  and  as  I  believe  the  better  way,  is  to 
make  a  discount  of  5  per  cent  on  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  July.  If  you  should  think  favorably  of  this 
method,  I  have  no  doubt  but  what  three-fourths  of  all  the 
taxes  on  the  Collector's  book,  would  be  paid  within  the  time 
prescribed,  thus  giving  the  Collector  the  balance  of  the  year, 
to  look  after  those,  wiio  did  not  take  advantage  of  the  dis- 
count, which  of  necessity  must  be  small.  Also  with  this 
method  of  collection,  the  Collector's  salary  could  be  reduced 
from  $1200  to  $800  or  $900. 

The  other  plan  is  to  elect  some  resolute,  energetic,  man 
for  Collector,  with  the  understanding  that  he  shall  appoint  a 
deputy,  to  be  a  general  helper,  or  have  power  to  collect  the 
tax  in  two  wards,  leaving  tlii-ee  wards  for  the  principal.  Also 
that  a  committee  of  one  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men, with  a  committee  of  two  or  more  from  the  Board  of 
Assessors,  with  pay,  for  the  purpose  of  a  settlement  with  the 
Collector  in  full,  once  a  year.  Now  gentlemen,  this  is  of  vital 
importance  to  all  taxpayers  of  Dover.  You  all  know  there 
is  only  one  way  of  conducting  the  financial  interests  of  a 
city  successfully,  and  that  is  the  faithful  collection  of  the 
taxes  assessed,  and  a  judicious  expenditure  of  the  money. 

FIKK    ESCAPE. 

Our  City  Hall  lias  been  converted  into  an  ()[)era  House, 
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with  the  baU'ony  so  enhirged,  tlmt  it  will  accommodate  a 
large  number  of  people,  with  really  only  oue  place  of  exit. 
In  case  of  fire,  with  a  full  house,  the  loss  of  life  would  be 
fearful.  I  earnestly  urge  upon  your  consideration,  the  ne- 
cessity of  putting  up  a  fire  escape,  on  the  south  side  of  the 
building,  leading  from  the  balcony  to  the  ground. 

FREE    DELIVERY    OF    MAILS. 

In  order  that  the  citizens  of  our  city  may  have  the  benefit 
of  the  free  delivery  of  mail  matter,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
have  the  buildings  in  the  compact  part  of  the  city  numbered. 
It  would  also  be  an  assistance  to  the  Assessors.  I  would  ad- 
vise the  numbering  of  said  buildings  immediatel3^ 

HIGHWAYS. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  our  streets  and  side- 
walks should  be  kept  in  nice  condition.  And  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  there  is  no  way  in  which  we  can  expend 
money  so  judiciously,  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  our 
streets,  as  by  the  free  use  of  crushed  stone.  I  would  ad- 
vise the  working  of  the  ledge  as  early  in  the  spring  as  can 
be  done  to  advantage,  in  order  that  the  crusher  may  be 
started  in  good  season.  We  have  quite  a  large  number  of 
places  within  the  limits  of  Dover  that  need  railing,  and  I 
feel  that  matter  should  '  be  attended  to  quite  thoroughly. 
Our  bridges,  if  I  am  rightly  informed,  are  in  bad  condition, 
but  I  would  advise  a  thorough  examination  of  them,  before 
any  appropriations  are  made. 

The  matter  of  sewerage  is  of  vital  miportance  to  us  all. 
It  is  agitating  more  and  more  every  year  the  l)est  minds  of 
the  country.  Let  us  make  a  sufficient,  in  fact  li])eral  appro- 
priation for  this  purpose. 

FIRE    DEPARTMENT. 

I  am  told  by  Chief  Engineer  Al)bott,  that  our  three  steam 
fire  engines,  with  their  apparatus,  are  in  fine  condition.    This 
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is  as  it  should  be.  I  nin  positive  it  would  1)9  a  difficult  mat- 
ter to  find  a  town  of  tlie  size  of  Dover,  that  is  so  thoroughly 
equipped  and  has  such  an  efficient  lire  department  to  battle 
with  the  flames,  as  we  have.  But  let  us  not  forget  the  gen- 
erous whole  heartedness  of  the  Cocheco  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany, rendering  efficient  aid  when  in  their  power  to  do  so . 
Also  to  the  Messrs.  Sawyers,  for  their  kindness  in  supplying 
water  from  their  reservoir  for  fire  purposes.  One  word  in  re- 
lation to  the  telegraph  fire  alarm.  That  is  a  part  of  the  fire 
apparatus  and  should  of  right,  and  to  be  etticient,  be  wholly 
under  control  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department.  When 
the  proper  time  comes,  I  have  no  doubt  but  what  you  will  so 
dispose  of  it. 

SCHOOLS. 

V 

I  am  induced  because  of  many  reasons,  to  ])elieve  that  our 
School"  Department  is  in  a  healthful  condition.  No  other 
branch  of  our  municipality  exceeds  it  in  importance.  None 
comes  nearer  to  the  heart  and  home  of  every  famih\  Our 
School  Committee  has  secured  a  careful  supervision,  and  en- 
deavors to  employ  the  most  skillful  and  best  adapted  teach- 
ers. For  several  years  the  committee  has  asked  the  City 
Government  to  appropriate  money  for  the  maintenance  of  an 
evening  school ;  and  a  moderate  sum  has  been  included  in 
the  tax  list.  It  is  a  matter  of  record  that  very  gratifying 
results  have  l)een  secured.  1  hope  you  will  raad  carefully 
and  critically  the  school  report,  to  the  end  that  you  may 
understand  as  fully  as  possible  the  needs  of  the  department. 

ITIUJC    I.ll'.KAl.'V. 

Tliis  iustitution  is  linnly  fixed.  The  b:ill^was  i)ut  in  mo- 
tion by  Ex-Mayor  Lothrop  ;  and  it  has  continued  to  roll  un- 
til it  has  become  a  powei-  for  good  in  our  coinm unity.  As  an 
educator  it  is  next  in  inii)ortance  to  our  [)ul)li('  schools. 
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This  matter,  geutlemeu,  is  of  vital  importance.  It  inter- 
ests everybody,  both  rich  and  poor.  We  should  have  for 
health  officers,  men  of  good  judgment,  energetic  men,  that 
will  take  an  interest  in  promoting  the  health  of  our  city. 

poLici:. 

Gentlemen,  we  have  a  remarkably  efficient  police  force. 
They  attend  to  their  duties  faithfully,  without  fear  or  favor, 
just  as  it  should  be,  and  just  as  it  must  be,  while  the  gentle- 
man remains  at  the  head,  who  is  there  now.  The  efficiency 
of  our  police  accounts  for  the  perfect  order  on  our  streets, 
as  is  remarked  by  strangers  who  visit  us.  And  in  order  to 
have  good  order  maintained,  the  force  must  grow  in  numbers, 
with  the  growth  of  our  population.  As  we  have  received  a 
large  addition  to  our  po[)ulation  on  the  north  side  of  the 
river,  by  the  location  of  the  Somersworth  Machine  Company 
and  the  large  brick  shoe  factory,  I  feel  that  the  public  good 
requires  a  day  police  officer,  to  be  stationed  on  Franklin 
Square  and  vicinity.

From  the  general  appearance  of  our  cemetery  at  Pine  Hill, 
I  feel  the  City  Fathers  of  the  past  have  shown  a  disposition 
to  provide  funds  to  beautify  and  keep  in  order  the  last  rest- 
ing place  of  us  all.  Let  us  do  as  well  as  they  have  done,  and 
in  addition  to  the  general  appropriation  for  the  grounds,  I 
submit  the  necessity  of  an  extra  appropriation,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  l)uildiug  a  new  front  wall  on  Central  Avenue.  I 
would  reconnnend  the  building  of  live  rods  this  year,  and 
continue  the  work  from  year  to  year  until  completed.

To  His  Honor ^  the  Mayor  and  the  Oitj/  Conadh  of  the 
City  of  Dover : 
GrENTLEMEN —  :In  accoi'dance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
ordinance  governing  the  Fire  Department,  it  becomes  my 
duty  as  Chief  Engineer,  to  present  to  you  the  annual  report 
of  the  Fire  Department  of  Dover  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31,  1886,  embracing  a  detailed  statement  of  its  la- 
bors, roll  of  its  members,  list  of  fires  and  alarms  that  have 
occurred,  with  amount  of  loss  and  insurance  as  near  as  could 
be  ascertained,  location  of  reservoirs  and  hydrants,  and 
general  condition  of  the  department. 

FORCE. 

The  department  consists  of  a  Chief  and  two  Assistant  En- 
gineers ;  three  steam  fire  engine  companies,  two  of  eigh- 
teen, and  the  other  of  eight  men  (one  of  the  steamers  held 
in  reserve)  ;  one  hook  and  ladder  company  of  twenty-five 
men ;  one  four-wheeled  one-horse  hose  carriage  in  charge 
of  Cochecho  Steam  Fu-e  Engine  Company,  No.  2.  'I'he  total 
number  of  men  connected  with  the  department  is  seventy-four. 
In  addition  to  the  duties  pertaining  to  his  ortice,  the  Chief 
has  charge  of  tlie  steam  gong.

The  whole  number  of  fires  and  alarms  which  occurred  dur- 
ing the  year  ending  January  31,  1886,  was  twenty-one.  The 
department  responded  promptly  at  every  call.  Their  services 
were  required  ten  times.  We  have  been  called  upon  for  as- 
sistance from  other  places  once,  and  relief  steamer  Cochecho 
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No.  2  was  sent.  There  was  oue  still  alarm  responded  to  by 
Fountain  3.  We  were  called  out  the  second  time  for  the 
same  fire  once.  The  loss  by  fire  the  past  3^ear  has  been  very 
small,  owing  to  the  promptness  and  efficiency  of  the  depart- 
ment. One  new  post  hydrant  has  been  placed  at  the  corner 
of  Locust  street  and  Central  Avenue.  Water  is  furnished 
from  Jonathan  Sawyer's  reservoir,  which  makes  fifteen 
hydrants  for  steamers,  and  two  for  leading  hose.  I  received 
orders  the  past  year  from  the  Telephone  Company  that  their 
fire  alarm  system  was  discontinued,  since  which  we  depend 
upon  the  steam  gong  for  our  alarm.  The  depa-rtment  is  in 
good  condition,  the  men  ready  and  willing  at  all  times,  our 
drivers  are  very  prompt,  in  most  cases  on  the  way  to  the 
fire  before  the  gong  stops  sounding. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Some  parts  of  our  city  are  as  yet  poorly  protected  against 
fire,  so  far  as  a  good  supply  of  water  is  concerned.  This  is 
true  of  one  locality  in  particular,  that  in  and  around  the 
Ricker  Field.  Knowing  the  danger  we  would  be  in  in  case 
of  a  large  fire  in  that  locality,  which  we  are  liable  to  have  at 
any  time,  with  our  present  supply  of  water,  looking  for  the 
best  means  to  fight  fire  with,  the  Board  of  Engineers  have 
interviewed  the  Messrs.  Sawyers,  in  regard  to  laying  a  pipe 
to  the  Ricker  Field.  We  recommend  laying  a  six  inch  pipe, 
commencing  at  the  hydrant  post,  corner  of  Locust  street  and 
Central  Avenue,  and  extending  it  to  Summer  street,  near 
the  residence  of  Col.  Daniel  Hall.  Those  gentlemen  are 
willing,  and  will  give  the  City  permit  to  connect  and  lay  the 
pipe.  If  the  pipe  is  laid  I  would  recommend  building  a 
reservoir  near,  or  on  Summer  street,  to  be  filled  from  this 
pipe,  also  a  gate  could  be  placed  in  the  reservoir  near 
Samuel  C.  Fisher's  house,  which  would  give  us  a  good  supply 
of  water,  if  needed.      Now  (ientlemen,    we    have    done    our 
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duty  in  regard  to  a  good  supply  of  water  for  fire  jjurposes 
for  that  locality,  and  we  hope  that  your  honorable  body  will 
accept  the  most  generous  offer  of  the  Messrs.  Sawyers.  As 
it  is  now,  all  we  have  is  two  small  reservoirs  for  that  locality, 
hardly  sufficient  to  supply  a  first-class  hand  machine.  I 
would  recommend  a  reservoir  near  Niles  street. 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  for  his  generous  disposition  to 
aid  this  department,  my  thanks^are  hereby  tendered,  also  to 
the  Marshal  and  other  members  of  the  Police  force,  for  their 
valuable  assistance  at  fires ;  also  to  the  City  Clerk,  for 
courtesies  shown  me.  I  also  return  my  thanks  to  all  other 
officials  with  whom  I  have  had  pleasant  intercourse.

Street  Commissioner's  Report. 


To  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Dover : 

GrENTLEMEN : — I  heard  a  man  say  once  of  the  roads  of  his 
town,  that  there  was  so  little  good  material  at  hand  for  the 
selectmen,  overseer  and  contractors  to  work  with,  that  if 
traffic  on  them  should  be  suspended,  they  would  be  abun- 
dantly capable  of  producing  a  luxuriant  crop  of  potatoes, 
cabbages,  or  any  other  garden  vegetables.  The  reason  as- 
signed was  that  his  people  repaired  the  roads  by  scraping 
the  deposits  of  soil  and  manure  from  the  sides  to  the  middle, 
wherever  a  hollow  place  could  be  found. 

This  could  not  be  said  of  Dover,  and  yet  it  is  exceedingly 
difficult  to  find  just  the  material  wanted  for  the  mending  of 
our  outlying  roads  and  highways.  The  same  trouble  would 
exsist  in  the  compact  part  of  the  city,  except  for  the  splendid 
macadam  stuff  furnished  by  the  crusher. 

I  came  into  the  office  of  Street  Superintendent  on  May  1 , 
not  without  some  experience,  and  have  labored  anxiously  to 
secure  good  and  satisfactory  results.  There  were  some 
things  to  learn,  but,  in  the  main,  matters  have  gone  along 
with  no  interruption,  and  I  think  to  the  comfort  and  ad- 
vantage of  all  who  travel  in  Dover  whether  on  foot  or 
otherwise. 

The  annual  appropriation  was  fixed  at  $18,000.  Of  this 
sum  my  predecessor  expended  about  $2,000.  I  have  si)ent 
about  $10,714.49. 

During  my  term  1777  loads  of    cruslied    stone    have    been 
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used,  aud,  if  we  estimate  three  tons  per  load,  they  would 
give  o;}:n  tons,  or  68,!) 72  cubic  feet  put  upon  our  streets  in 
eight  mouths. 

Of  gravel  and  sand  there  has  been  used  3000  loads. 

Of  cement  pipe  there  has  been  used  2370  feet.  I  found  a 
number  of  sewer  chimneys  in  bad  condition,  and  rebuilt 
twelve  and  constructed  eight  new  ones. 

Upon  finishing  the  pile  of  stone  near  Sawyer's  Mills,  the 
crusher  was  returned  to  the  City  Farm.  I  found  the  ledge 
in  bad  condition  for  quarrying,  and  considerable  expense  was 
incurred  in  putting  it  into  condition  to  work  to  advantage. 
There  is  no  stone  quarried  for  crushing  at  this  time. 

The  widening  of  Central  Avenue,  and  building  of  Ham 
street,  has  consumed  considerable  of  my  appropriation.  On 
Ham  street  100  feet  of  sewer  has  been  built,  and  the  fill 
about  one-third  made,  but  as  early  as  March  it  will  be  ready 
for  passing. 

I  admit  with  gratitude  my  obligation  to  Mayor  Ross.  He 
has  afforded  me  signal  help  and  valuable  advice.

Joint  Standing  Committee's  Report 

ON  LANDS  AND  BUILDINGS. 


To  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Dover: 

The  undersigned  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Lands  and 
Buildings,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report.  The 
extensiA^e  alterations  and  repairs  made  in  the  City  Building 
during  the  3^ear  1885,  made  the  duties  of  this  committee 
comparatively  light.  For  the  past  year,  with  the  exception 
of  the  purchase  of  some  additional  scener}^,  all  money  ex- 
pended in  this  department  has  been  for  the'  completion  of 
the  repairs  of  the  previous  year,  and  for  repairs  caused  by 
the  wear  and  tear  of  the  Cit}^  Hall,  which  haAe  been  con- 
siderable, as  the  hall  has  been  let  more,  and  brought  a 
larger  income  to  the  City  than  was  expected  by  the  most 
sanguine  friends  of  the  project,  showing  that  the  action  of  the 
City  Councils  of  1885  to  have  been  wise  in  ordering  the  re- 
pairs, and  that  your  committee  were  right  in  making  those 
alterations  and  repairs  in  such  a  manner,  that  they  would  be 
substantial  and  lasting. 

Below  we  give  you  the  amount  of  receipts  for  the  year 
188G,  which  splendid  showing,  leads  us  to  believe  that  at 
the  end  of  the  year  1887,  i\\Q  amount  of  money  expended  on 
City  Hall,  will  have  been  nearl}^  all  returned  to  the  City 
Treasury,  in  the  shape  of  receipts  for  rental;  while  if  the 
alterations  liad  not  been  made,  the  income  from  the  hnll,  in 
|ts  old  form,  would  not  iiave  l)een  enough  to    have    paid    for 


repairs,  that  were    al)8oliitely   neccessary   to    })e    done    each 
year. 

Your  committee  earnestly  hopes  that  those  citizens,  who 
were  so  loud  in  their  protestations  against  so  large  an  amount 
of  money  being  expended  on  the  City  Building,  w^ill  closely 
scan  the  statement  of  receipts,  giA^en  below,  that  they  may 
become  convinced  that  the  insults  offered  the  City  Councils 
of  1885,  and  more  especially  to  the  committee,  were  a  little 
too  far  fetched ;  but  this  committee  felt  that  they  could 
patientl}^  wait  for  a  A^erdict,  and  the  result  has  shown  that  a 
majority  of  our  people  haA^e  strongly  endorsed  the  action  of 
the  City  Councils,  and  this  committee,  and  haA^e  shown  their 
appreciation  of  our  ncAA-ly  arranged  City  Hall,  by  their  at- 
tendance at  the  various  entertainments  which  have  been  given 
there  during  the  past  year.  More  people  liaA^e  attended 
performances  there  thau  was  CA^er  knoAvn  in  any  one  year 
previous.  And  in  concluding  this  report,  we  cannot  refrain 
from  commending  that  ever  true  and  efficient  officer,  the  City 
Messenger,  for  his  uniform,  kind  and  courteous  treatment 
and  for  his  efficiency  as  an  officer  of  the  City,  having  col- 
lected every  dollar  due  the  City  for  rental  of  City  Hall  for 
the  past  year.

Joint  Standing  Committee^s  Report 


ON  CEMETERY. 


To  the  City  Cotmcils  of  the  City  of  Borer : 

Gentlemen  : — We  are  well  aware  that  nmnicipal  reports 
have  little  weight  with  the  public,  and  are  chiefly  valuable  as 
furnishing-  data  for  future  governments.  Still  we  feel  like 
indulging  in  a  little  plain  talk  about  this  important  depart- 
ment, hoping  that  thereby  some  slight  attention  may  he 
drawn  to  its  more  pressing  wants. 

Our  cemeter}'  is  a  hallowed  spot,  but  in  the  light  of  recent 
progi'ess,  it  is  bare  and  anj^thing  but  gratifying.  Ancient 
Dover  may  have  selected  the  site  with  judgment  suited  to  her 
meagre  means,  but  it  had  no  natural  wood,  springs,  varied 
surface  or  good  soil,  and  later  generations  have  exhibited 
little  more  feeling  than  sufficient  to  maintain  a  few  walks 
and  keep  the  weeds  and  thistles  down.  It  scarcely  seems 
possible  that  the  citizens  of  Dover  realize  how  they  are 
treating  the  last  resting  place  of  their  dead.  It  should  be  a 
solenm  place,  sacred  from  profanation,  dear  to  the  memory, 
and  captivating  to  the  imagination.  In  this  matter  we  arc 
sadly  behind  our  neighbors,  and  there  is  no  part  of  our  city 
management  tliat  so  imi)eratively  demands  im|)rovement. 
Sometliiug  shoukl  be  done  to  redeem  this  proverbial  neglect. 
Let  lis  wait  for  sonic  other  desij-able  improvement^^,  and 
clothe  Pine  Hill  with  respect,  protection  and  sanctity. 
Whatever  of  reverence  and  refinement  is  left  by  our  busy 
competition,  hurry  and  exixriiiieul  (h  mauds  it,  ^'•orrow  claims 


it,  aud  family  affection  and  hiinian  sympathy  need  but  to  be 
aroused  to  place  the  matter  in  the  fore  front  of  city  affairs. 
A  small  piece  of  land  has  been  added  ;  it  will  be  a  valuable 
acquisition,  but  scarcely  sufiicient  for  a  year. 

Your  committee  has  used  the  money  provided  -with  care 
and  prudence,  but  "with  larger  means  much  more  could  have 
been  accomplished.  IVJany  individuals  have  beautified  their 
lots  and  still  more  have  kept  their's  neat  and  tidy.  It  may 
not  be  generally  known  that  an  ordinance  exists  whereby 
persons  may  provide  for  the  perpetual  care  of  their  lots.  A 
matter  of  some  moment  came  to  our  notice  too  late  for  action. 
Of  the  cemetery  grounds  there  are  three  plans.  There 
ought  to  be  procured  one  general  plan,  to  be  kept  in  the  City 
Clerk's  o'fBce,  and  one  copy  of  the  old  plan.  The  last  named, 
tender  and  somewhat  defaced,  is  all  that  defines  the  avenues, 
walks  and  lot's  of  the  oldest  portion  of  the  grounds. 

Forty-two  lots  have  been  graded  ;  seventeen  lots  have  been 
sold. 

The  fence  on  the  south-east  side  has  been  repaired  and 
painted.  A  cistern,  holding  one  hundred  hogsheads,  has 
been  constructed  and  a  tasty  and  convenient  building  put 
over  it.  The  wall  on  Central  Avenue  needs  repair,  there  is 
a  necessity  for  fencing  the  new  laud,  and  the  walks  ought  to 
be  named.

Joint  Standing  Committee's  Report 

ON  REPAIRS  OF  SCHOOL-HOUSES. 


To  the  Citii  Councils  : 

The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  School-honses  was 
entrusted  with  an  appropriation  of  $700  with  which  to  make 
all  needed  repairs,  alterations  and  improvements,  upon  the 
eighteen  schoolhouses,  the  forty-one  rooms,  the  fences,  the 
out-buildings  and  the  grounds. 

The  condition  of  the  property  convinced  your  committee 
that  their  predecessors  had  not  exaggerated  the  importance  of 
this  department.  The  sum  appropriated  has  proved  insuf- 
ficient for  the  needs.  We  have,  however,  kept  our  expenses 
within  the  appropriation,  expending  the  money  where  the 
imme^^liate  need  has  seemed  greatest.  We  have  been  obliged 
to  neglect  many  calls  whose  importance  was  clear  to  us.  We 
give  below  a  statement  of  the  most  important  expenditures. 
The  chemical  room  of  the  High  School  has  been  supplied 
with  water,  a  sink,  and  settees  of  an  improved  pattern.  In 
the  Sawyer  building  on  Fifth  street,  partitions  have  been 
removed  between  dressing  rooms,  admitting  light  to  dark 
places,  and  making  greater  convenience  for  the  teachers. 
Additional  sittings  have  been  placed  in  the  Belknap  School. 
Tlie  Garrison  Tlill  house  has  been  repaired  by  replastering, 
whitening,  etc.  During  the  summer  vacation  of  tlie  schools, 
we  were  informed  that  the  l)oih'r  at  the  lliuli  Scliool  liad    re- 


ceived  some  iiijiii-y  from  the  iiiiskillfiil  management  of  the 
janitor.  The  hnportance  of  this  matter  demanded  a  thorough 
examination.  The  enclosing  brick  work  was  removed, 
repairs  made  hy  a  competent  boiler  maker,  and  finall}^  the 
boiler  was  tested  under  a  pressure  of  130  pounds.  This 
item  of  expense  was  unforseen,  and  made  a  serious  drain 
upon  our  resources.  The  balance  of  the  appropriation  has 
been  consumed  by  the  small  repairs,  which  are  constanth^ 
necessary,  and  which  require  a  constant  oversight. 

In  October  a  special  appropriation  of  $250.  was  committed 
to  us  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  a  new  grammar  school 
room,  in  the  Varney  building,  with  furniture,  maps,  books, 
etc.  The  room  was  in  a  bad  condition,  and  the  appropria- 
tion proved  insufficient  to  properly  prepare  it. 

The  appropriation  for  cleaning  school-houses  has  also  been 
under  our  direction.  The  rooms  have  all  been  cleaned  once 
during  the  year.  A  larger  appropriation  would  enable  the 
committee  in  charge  to  have  this  very  important  work  more 
thoroughly  done.  Cleaning  twice  a  year  would  be  in  the 
interest  of  health  and  neatness.  We  further  believe  that 
this  appropriation  should  be  enlarged,  b}^  a  sum  sufficient  for 
the  cleansing  and  disinfecting  of  the  vaults  and  closets,  as 
often  as  this  may  be  needed. 

AVe  regret  that  we  cannot  report  to  you  that  the  school 
property  is  in  good  condition,  but  candor  compels  us  to  say 
that  it  is  very  far  from  satisfactor^^  There  is  not  a  fence 
about  a  school  lot  in  the  City  that  is  a  credit  to  us.  The  out- 
buildings in  some  cases  are  positively  disgraceful.  In  fact, 
a  sum  exceeding  this  year's  appropriation  might  be  expended 
upon  the  two  items  just  mentioned  without  extravagance. 

We  report  for  3^our  information  some  of  the  demands 
which  have  seemed  most  urgent  to  us,  and  all  of  which  we 
should  have  attended  to,  had  the  funds  at  our  disposal  war- 
ranted such  a  course  : 
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1.  The  School  Committee  has  called  the  attention  of  the 
Councils  to  the  sliding  blinds  which  continually  darken  the 
windows  of  the  Hale,  the  Varney,  the  Pierce  and  the  Sawyer 
schools,  and  have  asked  that  they  be  removed.  Your  com- 
mittee agrees  that  this  should  be  done  at  once. 

2.  The  furnaces  in  the  Belknap  and  Sawyer  buildings  do 
not  do  satisfactory  work.  The  janitors  of  the  latter  build- 
ing state  that  one  of  the  furnaces  has  never  given  sufficient 
heat.  The  furnaces  of  the  Belknap  are  too  small  and  are 
very  old  and  worn.  It  is  doubtful  if  they  can  be  made  to 
last  through  the  present  winter. 

We  have  learned  that  the  expense  of  replacing  these  had 
been  included  in  the  estimates  of  our  predecessors  for  two 
years,  but  that  they  had  not  been  able  to  carry  out  their 
plans. 

3.  Electric  bells  for  the  High  and  th3  Sawyer  buildings 
have  been  recommended,  and  we  are  convinced  that  they 
would  add  to  the  efficiency  of  these  schools. 

4.  New  doors  and  a  portable  storm  porch  at  the  High 
School  would  save  much  heat,  and  therefore  be  a  measure 
of  economy,  besides  adding  to  the  comfort  of  the  pupils. 

5.  The  cellars  of  the  Peirce  and  Varney  buildings  should 
be  cemented. 

6.  The  out-buildings  of  the  Varney  and  Tole-End  schools 
should  be  demolished  and  improved  ones  take  their  places. 

7.  The  school  house  at  Upper  Factory  should  have  a  new 
underpinning  soon,  if  it  is  desired  to  have  it  remain  standing. 
In  our  opinion  the  building  should  be  entirely  remodeled  and 
and  thoroughly  repaired.  It  is  now  in  the  worst  condition 
of  all  our  school- houses. 

Many  of  the  buildings  need  paint  outside  and  inside. 
Minor  repairs,  of  course,  are  n33d3i  in  all  Vn  buildings  in 
addition  to  the  matters  here  enumerated. 
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It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Councils  will,  in  the  interest  of 
a  wise  economy,  appropriate  a  sum  sufficiently  large  to  place 
this  valuable  property  in  a  creditable  condition.

City  Solicitor's  Report. 

To  the  Mayor  and  City  Couyicils : 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  City 
Solicitor  for  the  muuicipal  year  1886. 

At  the  opening  of  the  year  four  matters  of  legal  con- 
troversy engaged  the  attention  of  the  City.  Your  notice  is 
respectfully  called  to  the  description  and  disposition  of  them, 
which  is  as  follows  : 

I.  Woodman  vs.  Hurd,  an  action  of  trespass,  involving 
the  title  to  the  plat  of  land  adjoining  the  "Old  Dover 
Hotel,"  so  called.  In  this  suit  the  City  is  the  defendant  in 
interest,  it  claiming  that  its  land  had  unlawfully  come  into 
possession  of  the  plaintiff.  The  City  Government,  by  vote, 
appointed  a  committee  to  fix  the  line  between  the  land  of  the 
City  and  that  of  Judge  Woodman,  the  plaintiff.  Negotia- 
tions are  now  in  progress,  and  the  matter  is    still   unsettled. 

II.  Notice  of  Catherine  Bowers  claiming  One  Thousand 
dollars  ($1000)  for  injury  to  person  by  reason  of  defective 
sidewalk  on  Waldron  street.  This  claim  was  filed  against 
the  City,  but,  as  I  foreshadowed  in  my  last  report,  no  action 
was  entered. 

III.  The  "appeal"  of  the  City  of  Dover  in  reference  to 
the  taxable  value  of  the  Portsmouth  and  Dover  Railroad. 
This  was  withdrawn  in  obedience  to  a  vote  of  the  City 
Government. 

IV.  The  celebrated  "Patent  Valve  Suit,"  Marcus  P. 
Norton,  trustee  et  al  vs.  the  City  of  Dover.  The  attempt 
was  made  to  have  the  verdict  in  favor  of  the  City  set  aside, 
and  a  new  trial  granted.     Tliis  was  denied  by  the  court,  and 
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the  motion  disiiiissed.  Further  trouble  may  ])e  anticipated 
from  the  fact  that  proceedings  in  the  Circuit  Court  have 
been  begun  against  the  City  of  Portsmouth. 

Two  actions  have  been  brought  against  the  City  during 
the  year,  and  have  been  disposed  of  as  follows  : 

I.  Tamer  AValker  vs.  the  City  of  Dover.  This  was  an 
"appeal"  from  the  awarding  of  land  damages  in  the 
widening  of  Central  Avenue.  The  case  was  referred  to  the 
County  Commissioners  without  right  of  appeal,  and  they 
awarded  plaintiff  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars  ($150) 
in  addition. 

II.  Louis  H.  Trask  vs.  the  City  of  Dover,  an  action  for 
injury  to  horse  and  team  by  reason  of  a  defective  highway 
on  Third  street.  Amount  claimed.  Two  Hundi'ed  and  Fifty 
dollars  ($250) .  Referred  by  consent  to  William  R.  Bur- 
leigh, Esq. 

The  following  notices  of  claims  on  the  City  have  been 
filed : 

I.  Hiram  Burley  vs.  the  City  of  Dover.  Claim  for 
injury  to  person,  l)y  reason  of  defective  highway  on  Locust 
street.     There  is,  I  think,  nothing  serious  about  this    claim. 

II,  Louis  H.  Trask  vs.  the  City  of  Dover.  Claim  for 
damage  to  team  aud  injury  to  person  by  reason  of  defective 
highway  on  the  Littleworth  Road,  so  called.  Damage  al- 
leged Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5000).  Plaintiff  in  this 
action  claims  to  be  severely  injured,  and  I  would  invite  your 
careful   attention  to  this  matter. 

This  completes  the  list  of  legal  difficulties  in  which  the 
City  has  been  involved,  and,  I  am  happy  to  state,  -that  the 
"only  loss  suffered  in  this  department  is  the  One  Hundred 
and  Fifty  Dollars  ($150)  awarded  Tamer  AValker  iu  the 
land  damage  matter.

RECEIPTS. 

The  gross  receipts  by  the  City  Marshal  from  court  fines 
and  costs  have  been  $2,849.71.  I  have  paid  the  City 
Treasurer  $2,466.75,  the  same  being  all  the  money  which 
has  come  into  my  hands,  belonging  to  the  City.  The  bal- 
ance, $382.96,  has  been  paid  for  complaints  and  warrants, 
fees  due  witnesses  (other  than  police  officers)  and  other 
costs  not  coming  to  the  City,  a  detailed  statement  of  which 
is  open  to  inspection  at  the  City  Marshal's  office.  The  Clerk 
of  the  Police  Court  has  also  paid  into  the  City  Treasury 
$273.57,  making  a  total  of  $2,740.32,  so  paid  to  the  City 
Treasurer  from  the  Police  Department. 

LODGERS,  ETC. 

The  police  station  has  had  566  lodgers  to  feed  and  furnish 
a  bed,  for  the  past  year.  The  police  officers  have  found 
fifty-two  horses  exposed  to  the  weather  and  ])lanketed 
them.  Eleven  horses  have  been  stabled  and  one  horse  has 
been  killed,  by  order  of  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Dumb  Animals.  Eleven  Hundred  Dollars  of  lost 
property  has  been  found  and  restored  to  the  several  owners, 
and  stolen  property  to  the  value  of  8150  has  been  recovered 
and  returned  to  the  rightful  owners.  The  night  officers 
have  found  twenty-nine  store  doors  unlocked, and  reported  to 
the  occupants.  Of  the  respoudents  discharged,  or  in  whose 
cases  there  has  been  a  suspension  of  sentence,  the  court  in 
nineteen  cases,  has  made  the  takiug  of  the  pledge  a  eoudi- 
tiou  of  its  cl'-'m.'ucv.

Joint  Standing  Committee's  Report 

ON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Dover : 

Gentlemen  : — The  province  of  your  committee  "seems  to 
be  limited  in  a  number  of  ways,  principally  through  powers 
conferred  on  the  Board  of  Engineers. 

The  carrying  out  of  your  orders  concerning  hydrant  ex- 
tension has  been  attended  to,  and  certain  localities,  hereto- 
fore imperfectly  protected,  are  now  within  the  pale  of  com- 
parative safety. 

We  feel,  however,  that  in  one  direction,  your  committee 
has  secured  a  wise  departure  from  old-fashioned  slowness. 
Tied  up  by  ordinance  and  usage,  we  found  little  opportunity 
to  more  than  suggest  improvements.  It  is  wonderful  how 
potent  the  law  of  atavism  is  in  the  managenient  of  any 
ancient  town's  affairs.  Our  grandfathers  did  so,  and  why 
should  we  change  !  The  mattsr  which  most  exercised  us 
was  the  telephone  system  of  fire  alarm.  Everybody  pro- 
nounced it  worthless,  and  yet  the  old  thing  was  kept  in 
commission.  It  seemed  to  us  to  be  a  silly  contrivance  for 
our  purposes,  and  that  so  admirable  an  invention  as  the 
electric  telegraph  might  be  harnessed  to  better  use  in  the  Fire 
Department.  Accordingly,  we  examined  the  working  of 
other  cities  in  this  respect,  and  after  many  inquiries  among 
property  holders,  became  convinced  that  Dover  needed  a 
genuine  fire  alarm. 

Unprompted  and  unaided  by  any  otlier    [)ei-s()ns  intimately' 
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connected  with  the  <lepartinent,  we  worked  up  the'  matter, 
and  hiid  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  it  receive  the  unanimous 
endorsement  of  your  honorable  bodies. 

We  gaA'e  the  contract  to  the  Gamewell  Co.,  as  directed, 
and  it  was  executed  under  the  personal  supervision  of  INIr. 
Edwin  Eogers,  electrician,  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

We  are  sorry  to 'add  that  the  Board  of  Engineers  has  not 
seen  fit  to  make  use  of  it,  under  the  provisions  made  and 
provided  by  you.

Trustees'  Report 

ON  THE  DOVER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


To  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Dover  : 

Gentlemen  : —  Absolutely  free  libraries  have  not  existed 
long  in  Europe,  or  the  United  States.  From  the  Massachus- 
etts Act  of  1848,  and  the  "  libraries  Act"  of  Great  Britain 
in  1851,  have  sprung  all  the  free  libraries  of  both  countries. 
This  library  is  the  property  of  the  City,  and  enjoyable  by 
all  the  City's  people.  It  is  both  freely  and  of  right  ac- 
cessible, and  may  now  be  called  permanent. 

In  submitting  our  report  for  the  year  1886,  it  affords  us 
pleasure  to  say,  that  the  library  is  in  a  prosperous  condi- 
tion. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  waiit  of  room,  predicted  in  our  last 
report,  became  so  manif-est,  that  larger  accommodations  were 
sought  for,  and  eventually  found  in  the  Odd  Fellows'  Build- 
ing. By  this  step  available  space  was  secured  for  the  shelf 
requirements  for  a  number  of  years,  regard  being  paid  to 
economy  and  to  the  readiest  and  cheapest  provision  for  .eu- 
hirgment,  and  we  have  gained  correspondingly  in  the  matter 
of  convenience  to  the  public,  as  well  as  to  the  librarian  and 
attendants.  As  a  further  consequence  of  this  improvement, 
the  labor  in  the  delivery  room  has  been  simplified,  the  read- 
ing room  is  distinct  from  the  apartments  appropriated  to  the 
main  collection  and  the  reference  books,  so  that,  for  the  first 
time,  the  whole  library  is  available  to  readers  and    students. 
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It  must  be  evident  to  you,  gentlemeu,  that  the  annual  cost 
of  maintaining  the  library,  will  hereafter  be  somewhat  larger 
than  heretofore,  and  as  we  can  look  only  to  you  for  support, 
it  seems  proper  to  ask  particular  attention  to  this  increas- 
ingly popular  institution.  We  make  this  appeal  with  more 
earnestness  than  we  would,  but  for  the  complete  extinction 
of  the  Andi-ews  Fund.  It  was  deemed  best  to  use  the 
balance  of  this  bequest  in  furnishing  the  new  rooms,  in  order 
that  the  City  might  be  put  to  no  immediate  extra  expense, 
save  that  incurred  for  rent.  One  Thousand  Dollars  must  be 
expended  for  books,  the  rent  will  be  Four  Hundred  Dollars, 
the  cost  of  attendance  will  be  increased,  and  the  heating  and 
lighting  considerably  more  expensive  than  in  the  old 
quarters. 

We  have  alluded  to  the  matter  of  additional  attendants. 
The  necessity  is  sufficiently  plain,  and,  perhaps,  nothing 
further  need  be  said.  Still  it  may  be  better  to  mention  a 
reason,  other  than  the  obvious  one,  for  employing  more  help. 
It  is  sometimes  difficult  to  maintain  order  in  the  reference 
and  reading  rooms.  For  when  the  circulating  books  are  in 
quick  demand  there  is  no  one  in  authority  to  look  after  the 
other  apartments.  It  ought  to  be  added  that  the  trouble 
arises  from  the  thoughtless  and  mischievous  acts  of  boys, 
from  whom  better  conduct  might  reasonably  be  expected. 
It  is  a  significant  fact  that,  with  very  rare  excep;tious,  the 
offending  frequenters  have  been  brought  up  in  an  atmosphere 
of  books,  accustomed  to  their  use  and  fully  informed  as  to 
their  value.  Many  choice  and  costly  volumes  have  been 
seriously  injured.  The  librarian  is  earnest,  faithful  and  un- 
tiring in  the  discharge  of  her  duties,  but  the  assistant  force 
is  insufficient  for  the  new  demands.

EEMAKKS. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  j^ear  to  the  Lil)rary  has 
been  its  removal  from  the  room  in  Cocheco  Block  to  its 
present  cheerful  and  commodious  apartments.  "  How- 
pleasant  these  rooms  are  !  "  is  the  almost  invariable  comment 
of  each  new  visitor.  The  change  in  the  delivery  room, 
giving  space  and  comforts  not  possil)le  to  o))tain  at  the  old 
room,  has  been  greatly  appreciated  b}^  the  Librarian  and  as- 
sistants, and  even  more  by  borrowers  of  books,  who  now 
find  themselves  served  in  order  of  their  arrival,  speedily  and 
easily.  The  change  in  the  reading  room  has  been  still 
greater.     Large,    sunny    and    well    ventilnted,    the    preseut 
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room  iuvites  to  its  tables,  uot  only  mauy  homeless  young 
men  within  our  City,  but  also  those,  who  coming  from  the 
best  of  homes,  are  attracted  by  the  variety  of  magazines 
provided  for  them  here.  It  has  been  found  necessary  to  add 
seats  within  a  month,  and  it  not  infrequently  happens 
that  every  chaii'  in  the  room  is  occupied.  The  reference 
library,  so  cramped  at  the  old  room  as  to  seem  an  almost 
insignificant  affair,  has  been  placed  in  a  room  by  itself,  and 
found  to  contain  works  not  only  more  in  number  than  was 
supposed  possible  by  many  people,  but  also  greater  in  value 
for  general  and  historical  reference.  A  prominent  feature 
of  the  reference  library  these  last  months,  has  been  its  use 
by  the  scholars  of  the  High  School,  in  connection  with  their 
studies.  The  teachers  have  been  allowed  to  place  what 
books  they  chose  to  select  from  the  circulating  library,  on  the 
shelves  of  the  reference  room,  so  that  several  persons  might 
use  the  same  works  each  day.  The  pupils  have  largely 
availed  tliemselves  of  this  in)erty,  twenty-five  on  an  average 
having  used  the  reference  library  each  day  during  the  fall 
term  of  school,  so  many,  indeed,  that  they  seemed  at  one 
time  to  almost  monopolize  the  room,  shutting  out  by  mere 
reason  of  numbers,  others  who  desired  to  consult  the  shelves. 
In  view  of  this  large  number  of  visitors,  there  is  urgent  need 
that  an  assistant  be  placed  in  the  room,  to  oversee  both  the 
reading  and  reference  rooms,  keep  order,  direct  the  stranger 
who  knowing  what  he  wants  to  find,  is  yet  uncertain  where  to 
find  it,  and  care  for  the  books,  some  of  which,  in  the  event 
of  loss,  it  would  l)e  impossible  to  replace,  and  all  of  which 
are  too  valuable  to  be  left  to  the  discretion  and  honesty  of 
every  chance  visitor.  That  Dover  has  as  a  rule,  honest 
citizens  there  can  be  no  doubt.  But  several  small  thefts 
have  lately  occurred,  and  it  does  not  seem  wise  to  trust  such 
valuable  property  to  the  public,  without  making  provision 
for  its  care. 
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Ever  since  the  library  opened,  three  years  ago,  we  have 
had  the  largest  circulation  in  the  state.  Manchester,  with 
more  than  twice  our  population,  and  a  library  four  times  the 
size  of  ours,  yet  does  not  reach  our  circulation  this  year  by 
nearly  3,000.  Last  year  we  led  by  about  5,000.  It  is  a 
fact  worthy  of  note,  that  the  Washington  (D.  C.)  Star^ 
wishing  to  emphasize  the  need  of  a  public  library  there,  and 
having  access  to  a  comparison  of  figures  from  northern 
libraries,  chose  from  the  many  our  Dover  Library,  as  an 
example  of  the  good  work  a  public  library  can  do,  and  urges 
Washington  to  do  as  well  for  its  citizens  as  Dover  has  done 
for  hers. 

The  slight  decrease  in  circulation  this  year,  is  possibly  due 
to  the  fact  that  business  has  been  better,  and  people  have 
had  less  time  to  read,  and  perhaps  to  the  fact  that  many 
people  have  read  all  the  books  of  their  liking  in  the  library. 
In  the  department  of  fiction  for  instance,  there  are  about 
2,500  books,  many  of  which  are  so  old  as  to  be  practically 
useless.  Many  borrowers  had  alread}^  read  most  of  the 
books  of  the  old  library,  before  it  was  transferred  to  the 
City.  An  enterprising  reader  of  fiction,  goes  through  several 
books  a  week,  and  soon  uses  up  all  the  new  books  in  that 
line.  Of  the  work  these  new  books  have  to  do,  some  idea 
may  be  gained  from  the  fact,  that  one  book,  received  six 
mouths  ago,  has  been  out  twenty-nine  times,  another  thirt}'- 
four  times,  another  twenty-six  times,  and  has  also  been 
rebound.  vSeveral  books  have  not  stood  idle  upon  the  shelf 
two  consecutive  hours  during  the  year. 

Naturally  with  this  constant  use,  many  books  shoAv  signs 
of  hard  wear.  Twenty-six  books  have  been  replaced  during 
the  year,  and  tliere  are  quite  a  number  now  in  circulation, 
that  can  last  but  little  longer. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  it  will  l)e  seen  tliat  tlie  urgent  needs 
of  the  li])rarv    are    more    books,    and    an    assistant    to    take 
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charge  of  the  reading  and  reference  rooms,  and  that  our 
reasons  for  congratulations  are  our  new  and  pleasant  rooms, 
and  a  circulation,  the  largest  of  the  state.

The  City  charter  requires  the  annual  meeting  to  be  held 
on  the  second  Wednesday  in  January,  and  by  the  rules  of 
the  Board,  the  regular  monthly  meetings  are  held .  on  the 
second  Thursday  of  each  month. 

school-houses. 

The  Joint  Committee  of  the  City  Councils  on  Repairs, 
under  whose  control  are  all  repairs  and  alterations  of  school- 
houses,  have  made  some  very  desirable  changes  and  improve- 
ments during  the  past  year.  This  committee,  at  this  time, 
wishes  especially  to  notice  the  very  great  improvement  in 
the  High  School  building,  by  the  adoption  of  the  present 
system  of  heating  and  ventilating,  which  has  now^  had  a  fair 
trial ;  and  it  is  no  more  than  just  to  say  that  it  has  succeeded 
most  admirably,  and  conduces  very  largely  to  the  comfort 
and  health  of  the  scholars,  as  well  as  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
teachers.  This  committee  is  compelled  again  to  refer  to  the 
bad  condition  of  the  sidewalks  in  the  vicinity  of  this  building, 
and  to  say  again  that  in  wet  and  snowy  weather,  the}"  are 
among  the  worst  in  ])over.  Circumstances  beyond  the  con- 
trol of  the  City,  have  rendered  the  situation  of  the  High 
School  a  very  undesirable  one,  but  there  seems  to  be  no 
good  reason  for  not  making  the  approaches  to  the  building, 
as  good  as  they  are  generally  in  other  parts  of  the  City. 
Something,  but  not  enoiigli  lins  ])een  done  to  properly  venti- 


late  the  sehool-rooins,  The  subject  of  good  ventilation  has 
been  much  discussed,  and  its  great  need  acknowledged,  but 
just  here  it  has  been  allowed  to  drop,  and  at  the  present 
time,  most  of  our  school-rooms  are  ventilated  through  open 
doors,  or  by  the  risky  process  of  open  windows,  or  not  ven- 
tilated at  all.  Many  of  our  school-rooms  still  retain  the  old- 
fashioned  and  very  objectionable  inside  sliding  blinds,  by 
wliich  one  half  the  window  is  almost  totally  obscured,  no 
matter  how  dark  the  day  may  be,  or  how  much  light  may  be 
needed.  It  seems  as  if  it  would  be  an  unnecessary  dut}',  at 
this  age  of  the  world,  to  say  one  word  in  favor  of  well 
lighted  rooms.  It  seems  as  if  every  one  must  know,  that 
the  most  essential  thing  in  a  public  school  is  suflScient  light. 
It  seems  to  be  an  unnecessary  task  to  repeat  what  has  been 
so  often  said  and  acknowledged,  that  bad  lighted,  or  insuf- 
ficiently lighted  rooms,  tend  not  only  to  the  discomfort 
physically  of  those  occupying  them,  not  only  to  the  obstruc- 
tion of  the  pupil's  progress  in  his  studies,  but  worse  yet, 
they  tend  to  promote  permanent  diseases  of  the  eyes,  among 
which  near-sightedness  is  the  most  prevalent.  This  commit- 
tee recommends  again,  and  as  emphatically  as  they  are  able 
to  do,  that  all  inside  sliding  blinds  on  all  sides  of  the  school- 
rooms, except  the  south,  be  removed,  and  their  places  sup- 
plied by  light  tinted  curtains  which  roll  up  from  the  bottom 
of  the  window.  In  many  of  our  school-rooms,  it  is  too  dark 
for  scholars  to  attend  to  their  duties  properly  during  a  large 
part  of  the  winter  afternoons,  and  this  committee  is  of  the. 
opinion  that  it  would  be  better  to  dismiss  the  school  at  any 
time,  rather  than  to  keep  it  in  an  uncomfortably  and  dis- 
agreeably dark  room. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  all  double  desks  should 
be  removed  at  once,  and  single  ones  placed  in  then*  stead, 
and  they  recommend  this  not  only  for  the  better  discipline  of 
the  school,  and  better  opportunity    it   gives   for  study,    but 
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also  for  the  sake  of  the  health  and  physical  comfort  of  the 
scholar.  In  the  school  room  every  scholar  should  have  a 
space  for  free  pure  air  between  himself  and  the  next  one, 
and  not  be  obliged  to  sit  near  enough  to  another  to  inhale 
the  impure  air  of  his  breath,  or  perhaps  to  be  contaminated 
by  his  impure  language  or  example.  In  the  school-room  the 
modern  and  true  idea  is  pure  air,  pure  thought,  pure  example, 
and  these  are  effectually  helped  on  by  a  single  seat  for  ever^^ 
scholar. 

SCHOOLS. 

It  is  unnecessary  here  to  allude  to  individual  cases  of  good 
work  among  teachers, where  all  have  given  such  general  satis- 
faction. We  believe  that  our  schools  generally,  are  in  as  good 
condition,  and  as  progressive  as  those  of  any  city  in  the 
state,  and  while  we  say  this,  we  also  sdy  that  there  is  still 
room  for  improvement,  and  we  have  always  found  our 
teachers  ready  to  adopt  any  means  for  greater  excellence, 
which  may  be  suggested  to  them.  The  schools  are,  on  the 
whole,  well  supplied  with  globes,  maps,  and  reference  books, 
but  are  deficient  in  what,  of  late  years,  has  grown  into  a 
great  necessity,  and  that  is  supplementary  reading. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  committee,  with  pleasure,  refers  to  our  High  School. 
As  we  all  know,  during  the  past  year,  great  changes  have 
.been  made  in  the  teachers.  Our  City  has  been  compelled  to 
lose  the  services  of  old  and  faithful  and  successful  servants, 
and  for  a  long  time,  the  result  of  these  changes  was  a  source 
of  great  anxiety,  not  only  to  this  whole  conunittee,  but  also 
to  all  the  parents  and  guardians  of  the  pupils.  We  are  now 
aide  to  say  that  the  ordeal  has  been  passed,  and  that  the 
])resent  corps  of  teachers  is  successfully  carrying  forward 
the  work,  so  well  begun  by  their  predecessors.  ]Mr. 
Willoughby,     of    ^liddlelioro,     Mass.,    takes    the    place    as 


principal,  of  ]Mr.  Kittred<2,e,  who  was  in^-ited  to  take  the 
charge  of  the  High  School  at  Fitchbiirg,  ^lass.  Miss  Nettie 
Sawyer  from  Wellesley  College,  succeeds  to  the  position  of 
First  Assistant,  so  long  and  honorably  filled  by  Miss  Ida  C. 
Allen.  Miss  Louise  H.  Hay  pes  was  promoted  to  the 
position  of  Second  Assistant,  formerly  held  by  Miss 
Anthony.  Miss  Ada  Thompson,  a  graduate  of  Wellesley 
College,  was  chosen  to  fill  the  place  formerly  occupied  b}" 
Miss  Elliot,  and  Miss  Hattie  J.  Thing  takes  the  place  once 
filled  by  Miss  Haynes.  Military  drill  by  the  boys  is  con- 
tinued, and  its  good  effects  justify  the  wisdom  of  those  who 
were  active  in  introducing  it.  By  the  liberality  of  our  Cit}' 
Government,  guns  have  been  supplied  to  them,  and  thus  an 
additional  interest  in  the  di'ill  has  been  imparted.  A  system 
of  light  gymnastics,  comprising  mainly  movements  of  the 
arms  and  principally  for  the  benefit  of  the  change,  and  for 
stimulating  circulation,  has  been  practiced  by  the  whole 
school,  but  your  committee  are  decidedly  of  the  opinion, 
that,  while  the  boys  have  been  so  much  benefited  by  militar}^ 
drill,  a  better  and  more  eflScient  system  of  gymnastics  should 
be  introduced  for  the  girls,  xso  one  can  look  over  our  High 
vSchool  and  notice  among  the  girls  the  pale  faces,  the  round 
and  rounding  shoulders,  the  slight  loose-made  forms,  with- 
out asking  himself  the  question,  what  is  to  be  the  result  of 
all  this  ?  The  attic  of  the  High  School  building,  hitherto  an 
entirely  useless  room,  could,  at  small  expefise,  be  made  a 
large  and  admirable  hall  for  the  puq^ose.  It  simply  re- 
(juires  a  new  floor  to  be  laid,  two  luthern  windows  in  the 
north  side  of  the  roof  and  two  on  the  south  side,  and  the 
room,  the  size  of  the  whole  building,  would  be  ready  for  use, 
and  your  committee  recommend  that  steps  be  taken  at  once 
to  carry  out  this  plan. 

While    this    committee    does    not    wish    to    give    undue 
l)rominence  to  the  High  School,  or   to    exalt   its   claims    un-

justly  over  the  schools  of  the  lower  grades,  still  they  wish 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  public  to  it  in  a  marked  manner. 
The  High  School  at  present  has  about  140  scholars,  and 
five  teachers,  and  in  the  selection  of  these  teachers,  the 
school  committee  has  done  all  that  was  in  its  power  to 
"  get  the  best."  This  school  is  the  great  end,  to  which 
scholars  in  all  the  other  schools  are  tending,  the  prize  for 
which  they  are  bending  all  their  energies,  and  its  influence 
upon  them  is  incalculable.  In  another  point  of  view,  it  is  of 
immense  importance  to  this  public.  It  is  the  only  training 
school  which  most  of  our  teachers  ever  attend,  for  many  of 
them  pass  at  once  from  this  school,  to  the  position  of 
teachers.  The  course  of  instruction  given  in  our  High 
School,  has  been  selected  with  great  care,  and  may  be  pro- 
nounced as  good  as  that  given  in  any  school  of  the  same 
grade.  It  embraces  a  wide  range  of  subjects,  designed  to 
meet  the  wants  of  this  advanced  age,  and  we  regret  to  say 
that  while  a  large  majority  of  the  pupils  give  their  time  and 
attention  to  their  work  and  of  course  are  making  satisfactory 
progress,  there  are  some  who  have  not  yet  learned  to  ap- 
preciate theu'  advantages.  The  High  School  is  of  incalcul- 
able importance  to  this  community  in  still  another  respect. 
It  is  the  place  and  in  the  time  in  which  permanent  character 
is  developed  and  establislied,  more  decidedly  than  during 
any  other  season  of  the  scholar's  age.  The  character,  or 
habits  of  life,  wjth  which  the  boy  or  girl  leaves  our  High 
School,  may  be  almost  certainly  regarded  as  those,  in  tlie 
main,  which  they  will  carry  with  them  tln-ougli  life,  and 
parents  and  guardians,  as  well  as  the  public  at  large,  can- 
not give  too  mucli  importance  to  this  view  of  the  subject,  the 
necessity  and  influence  of  a  High  School, thoroughly  equipped 
in  maps,  charts  and  globes,  in  reference  books,  as  dictionaries 
and  (cyclopedias,  in  chemical,  physical  and  pliysiological 
apparatus,  and  in  (•<)ini)etent  and  well  paid  teachers. 
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frp:e  text  books. 

This  committee  once  more  calls  the  attention  of  the 
l)iiblic,  and  especially  of  the  City  Councils,  to  the  very 
important  subject  of  free  text  books.  While  we  do  not 
deem  it  necessary  to  include  in  this  report,  the  facts  and 
arguments  in  favor  of  this  system,  which  have  already  been 
so  ably  presented,  we  do  not  wish  to  let  this  opportunity 
pass,  without  once  more  saying  that  this  subject  is  no  longer 
an  experiment.  It  is  a  fact,  established  beyond  all  con- 
troversy, that  free  text  books  tend  to  increase  attendance  at 
school,  to  relieve  destitute  parents  of  what,  is  to  them,  quite 
frequently  a  burden,  at  the  expense  of  a  light  property  tax, 
and  to  reduce  very  largly  the  gross  amount  expended  for 
such  books.  In  this  present  advanced  age,  the  leading  idea 
is  free  text  books  for  free  schools.  In  practice  as  well  as  in 
theory,  the  two  should  go  together. 

MARKING  SYSTEM. 

During  the  past  year  great  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
system,  heretofore  practiced,  of  ranking  by  daily  recitation 
marks,  and  by  examinations  in  each  school  term.  Under 
the  present  system,  which  we  believe  will  be  strictly  adhered 
to,  promotions  will  be  made  on  certificates  signed  by  the 
teachers,  and  such  certificates  will  be  based  on  the  teacher's 
personal  knowledge  of  the  pupil's  dail}^  work  and  behavior, 
as  well  as  on  the  record  given  to  each  parent  by  the  weekly 
card,  which  they  are  particularly  requested  to  notice,  of  the 
scholar's  standing  and  of  his  right  to  promotion.  If  any 
parent  or  guardian  is  dissatisfied  with  any  decision  as  to  a 
scholars  promotion,  an  appeal  may  be  made  to  the  sub- 
committee of  the  school,  for  a  further  examination  of  the 
work  of  the  year,  and  the  decision  made  upon  such  examina- 
tion shall  be  final.  In  making  the  changes  just  indicated, 
and  in  adopting  the  present  system,  which   is  the    well-con- 
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sidered  work  of  a  select  committee,  it  is  believed  that  we 
have  followed  iu  the  line  of  the  best  educators  of  the  day, 
and  that  we  have  conformed,  much  more  than  in  the  former 
system,  to  the  best  and  latest  educational  ideas. 

SALARIES. 

It  is  hardly  necessary,  or  even  possible,  to  add  to  this 
subject  anything  more  than  has  been  said  in  almost  every 
report  for  the  last  year,  and  that  is  mainly,  the  necessity  of 
paying  competent  and  successful  teachers  such  salaries  as 
will  retain  them  in  their  places,  and  such  as  are  paid  in  other 
cities  of  this  size.  All  agree  that  it  is  a  miserably  short- 
sighted policy,  to  pay  such  salaries,  that  compel  us  to  l)e 
training  teachers  for  other  schools.  The  effect  of  such  a 
system  is  easily  seen.  We  are  employing  untrained  and  in- 
experienced teachers,  and  perhaps  incompetent,  teachers, 
while  others  reap  the  advantages  we  so  inconsiderately  throw 
away. 

EVENING  SCHOOL. 

The  committee  recommends  the  continuance  of  the  even- 
ing school,  but  at  the  same  time  it  is  compelled  to  say,  that 
from  causes  beyond  the  committee's  knowledge  or  control, 
the  school  is  not  so  well  attended,  either  by  boys  or  girls,  as 
it  should  be.  The  attendance  has  been  generally  quite  ir- 
regular, as  well  as  small,  and  few  are  benefited  by  the 
school,  compared  with  the  great  number  which  should  be. 
It  is  now  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Robert  jMcMahon, 
who  succeeds  Mr.  Burke,  and  Mrs.  Tibbetts. 

Among  the  changes  which  have  taken  place  the  past  year 
among  our  teachers,  it  is  fitting  that  we  should  mention  the 
death  of  Miss  Alta  Wiggin,  teacher  of  the  Second  Primary, 
Sawyer  building,  upon  which  occasion  the  following  preamble 
and  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  by  this  Hoard  : 

WiiKKEAS,  it  lias  pleased  Almighty  (ioil  to  remove  from 
us  one  of  our  teachers  ;  therefore  be  it 
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Resolced^  That  io  the  removal  from  us,  by  death,  of  Miss 
Alta  M.  Wiggin,  the  school  over  which  she  presided  loses 
an  experienced  and  conscientious  teacher,  greatly  and  justly 
beloved  by  her  pupils,  for  her  many  amiable  qualities,  and 
the  City  loses  a  young  lady  of  a  most  kind  and  lovely 
disposition,  and  of  singular  modesty  and  purity  of  life. 

Resolved^  That  the  sympathies  of  this  Board  be  tendered 
to  the  bereaved  parents,  in  this  deeply  afHictive  dispensation 
of  Divine  Providence. 

Resolved,,  That  the  Secretary  send  a  copy  of  these  resolu- 
tions to  the  parents  of  the  deceased  and  enter  them  at  length 
upon  the  records  of  the  Board. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  financial  year,  the  City  Councils 
guaranteed  the  sum  of  $750.  as  the  amount  to  be  received 
from  the  Literary  Fund,  with  the  understanding  that  no 
more  than  this  sum  should  be  expended  of  this  fund.  The 
amount  unexpected^  proves  to  be  $981.76,  or  $231.76  in 
excess,  and  this  amount  is  now  in  the  hands  of  this  Board, 
and  will  be  carried  forward  to  the  coming  year.  This,  in 
addition  to  $1.14,  or  $232.90,  is  now  the  amount  of  surplus 
of  the  general  appropriation.  There  is  also  an  unexpended 
balance  of  $10.84  of  the  evening  school  appropriation.

Extracts  from  the   Citv  Charter. 


8fx'.  24.  There  shall  be  a  School  Committee  for  said 
city  which  shall  be  elected  as  follows  : — At  the  next  annual 
municipal  election  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  there 
shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  by  the  qualified  voters  of  each 
ward  two  persons,  one  thereof  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and 
one  thereof  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  any  citizen  of 
said  city  shall  be  eligible  for  election  by  any  ward  ;  there- 
after one  person  shall  be  chosen  by  each  ward  at  each  an- 
nual municipal  election,  for  the  term  of  two  years.  The 
city-  councils  shall  also,  on  the  Urst  Wednesday  of  January 
next  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  in  convention,  elect  by 
ballot  four  persons,  two  of  whom  shall  serve  for  one  year, 
and  two  for  the  term  of  two  years  ;  and'  hereafter  annually, 
on  the  first  AVednesday  of  January,  the  city  councils  shall 
elect  two  persons  as  aforesaid  for  the  term  of  two  years. 
The  persons  so  chosen  by  said  wards  and  city  councils, 
shall  constitute  a  school  committee,  and  their  term  of  oflSce 
shall  commence  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  January  of  the 
respective  years. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  representation  of  any  ward, 
the  city  councils  shall,  in  convention  as  aforesaid,  fill  said 
vacancy  until  the  next  annual  municipal  election,  when  the 
same  shall  be  filled  by  the  ward  in  which  said  vacancy  oc- 
curs, but  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  number  chosen  by  the 
city  councils,  the  said  city  councils  shall,  as  aforesaid,  fill 
said  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term. 
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The  cit}^  councils  shall  uot  elect  any  U\o  ])ersons  fioni 
any  one  ward. 

Sec.  25.  Said,  School  Committee  shall  annually  elect  by 
ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  chairman  and  secretary. 
They  may,  annually  in  the  month  of  February,  elect,  but 
not  from  their  own  number,  a  superintendent  of  schools. 
The  election  of  such  superintendent  shall  be  by  ])allot  and 
no  person  shall  be  chosen  unless  he  receives  the  votes  of 
the  major  part  of  all  the  members  of  said  committee,  and 
he  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  a  major  vote  as  afore- 
said. 

The  compensation  of  the  superintendent  and  secretary 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  committee. 


Rules  of  the  School  Committee. 


CHAPTER  I. 

FOR  ITS  OWN  ORGANIZATION. 

I.  The  Committee  shall  meet  annually  upon  the  second 
Wednesday  of  January,  at  eleven  o'clock,  a.  m.,  and  pro- 
ceed to  choose  by  ballot  a  chairman  and  a  secretary. 

II.  Stated  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Thurs- 
day of  each  month,  at  half-past  seven  o'clock,  p.  m.  Special 
meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  secretary  on  the  written 
order  of  the  chairman,  or  on  the  written  request  of  any 
three  members.  To  each  member  shall  be  seasonably  sent 
a  written  notification  of  each  meeting,  stated  or  special. 

III.  The  chairman  shall  appoint  all  committees.  He 
shall  prepare  the  annual  report  to  the  city,  for  the  com- 
mittee's consideration,  and  shall  see  that  all  other  reports 
required  by  law  are  prepared  and  forwarded. 

IV.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  full  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Committee  and  of  the  attendance  of  its 
members  at  each  meeting.  He  shall  give  to  the  chairman 
of  each  committee  a  written  list  of  its  members  and  a  state- 
ment of  the  duty  assigned  to  it.  He  shall  prepare  all  the 
reports  required  by  law  from  the  School  Committee,  except 
the  annual  report  to  the  city.  He  shall,  for  each  meeting 
of  the  Conmiittee,  give  to  the  chairman  a  written  docket  of 
business  so  far  as  to  include  :  first,  business  assigned  for  that 
.-t.'siou  by  special  vote  or  b}'  call :  second,  business  required 
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by  the  rules  ;  third,  report  then  due  from  auy   committee  and 
from  the  Superintendent ;  fourth,  unfinished  business. 

Y.  As  soon  as  practical  after  the  annual  organization, 
the  following   standing  committees  shall  be  appointed : 

1.  On  finance  and  claims — consisting  of  five  members. 

2.  On  qualification  of  teachers — consisting  of  six  mem- 
bers, of  whom  the  chairman  of  the  School  Committee  shall 
be  one  and  chairman,  and  three  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

3.  On  text  books  and  apparatus. 

4.  On  music  and  drawing. 
0.     On  health. 

6.  On  the  high  school — consisting  of  six  members,  of 
whom  the  chairman  of  the  School  Committee  shall  be  one 
and  chairman,  and  three  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

7.  On  the  grammar  schools  as  a  whole  ;  on  the  primary 
schools  as  a  whole  ;  on  the  ungraded  schools  as  a  whole  : 
and  on  the  evening  school. 

The  first  named  of  each  committee  shall  be  its  chairman. 
No  committee  shall  take  any  action  except  at  a  meeting  of 
which  each  member  shall  have  been  notified. 

VI.  The  committee  on  finance  and  claims  shall,  at  the 
stated  meeting  next  after  the  making  of  appropriations  for 
the  schools  by  the  cit}^  councils,  present  to  the  Committee  a 
detailed  and  specific  estimate  of  the  proposed  expenditures 
for  the  ensuing  year.  It  shall  have  the  immediate  charge 
of  all  the  school-houses  and  of  their  care  during  term-time  ; 
and  shall  cause  to  be  made  thereon  such  minor  repairs  as  it 
is  proper  for  the  School  Committee  to  make,  unless  the  esti- 
mated cost  shall  exceed  ten  dollars  in  auy  one  expenditure, 
in  Avhich  case  the  approval  of  the  School  Conmiittee  shall 
first  be  obtained.  It  shall  procure  fuel  and  all  needed  sup- 
plies for  the  several  schools.  It  shall  examine  all  bills 
against  the  School  Couunittec.  and  uo  bill  shall  be    [vdu]    un- 
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claims,  at  a  meeting  of  said  committee,  of  which  approval  a 
record  shall  be  kept  in  a  book  appropriate  to  the  purpose. 
And  it  shall,  in  season  for  the  reports  required  of  the 
chaii'man  and  secretar^^,  make  annually  a  detailed  report  of 
all  its  proceedings  and  expenditures.  The  secretary  shall 
be  ex-otticio  clerk  of  the  committee,  and  the  record  of  its 
proceedings  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  of  an}- 
citizen  of  this  city. 

VII.  The  committee  on  qualifications  of  teachers  will 
examine  all  persons  who  may  offer  to  teach  in  the  public 
schools  of  this  city ;  will  take  into  consideration  not  onl}^ 
the  literary  qualifications  of  the  applicant,  but  also  the  ex- 
perience of  the  applicant,  and  all  those  qualities  which  go  to 
make  a  successful  teacher ;  and  will  report  to  the  Conunittee 
the  names  of  such  persons  as  they  recommend  for  certificates, 
specifying  the  grade  of  school :  but  no  distinction  shall  be 
made  in  qualifications  between  teachers  of  grammar  schools 
and  primary  schools.  In  examination  for  grammar  and 
primary  school  certificates,  the  successful  applicant  must  at- 
tain an  average  of  GO  per  cent.,  and  not  fall  l)elow  40  per 
cent.,  in  any  one  study,  the  questions  to  be  submitted 
being  of  a  character  as  high  as  that  in  the  first-class  gram- 
mar school,  and  no  conditional  or  imperfect  certificates  shall 
in  any  case  be  recommended  l)y  the  committee  on  the 
qualifications  of  teachers. 

\'III.  The  committee  on  text  Ijooks  and  apparatus  shall 
consider  all  proposed  changes  in  text  books  or  apparatus, 
and  no  book  shall  be  introduced  into  or  used  by  any  school, 
without  a  specific  vote  of  the  School  Committee  to  that 
effect. 

IX.  The  committee  on  health  shall  ascertain  tlie  effect 
upon  health  of  pupils  by  the  course,  amount  and  length  of 
studv,    the    condition    and    care    of   the    building,    and   the 
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government  and  discipline  of  the  several  schools.  The 
committee  shall  make  needed  suggestions  to  the  teachers, 
to  the  Superintendent,  and  to  the  School  Committee. 

X.  The  committee  upon  each  school  shall  have  special 
supervision  of  that  school ;  ascertain  its  condition  by  per- 
sonal visits  ;  make  helpful  suggestions  to  teachers  ;  oversee 
the  examination  of  pupils  and  applicants  for  admission  ;  and 
make  a  written  report  in  season  for  the  annual  reports  for 
which  the  Secretary  is  responsible.  The  list  of  the  several 
committees  on  the  particular  schools  shall  be  called  at  every 
monthly  meeting  of  the  School  Committee,  for  written  or 
oral  statements  upon  the  condition  of  the  respective  schools. 

XI.  The  vote  upon  the  appointment  of  a  teacher  shall  be 
by  ballot ;  and  the  election  of  no  teacher  shall  be  in  force 
until  the  person  chosen  shall  have  been  examined  and  r  e- 
ceived  a  legal  certificate  of  qualifications  from  this  Committee 
signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary ;  and  no  member  of 
the  Committee  shall  be  eligible  to  an  election  as  teacher  in 
the  schools  of  this  city.  Whenever  it  is  proposed  to  elect  a 
teacher,  the  motion  shall  be  stated  as  follows,  viz  : — "Will 
the    Committee  proceed   to   the    election  of   a   teacher    for 

school    or   schools?"     If   this   is    carried,     the 

chairman  shall  give  time  for  open  nomination  and  discussion 
before  ordering  the  ballot.  All  teachers  for  grammar  or 
primary  schools  will  be  employed  subject  to  the  right  of  the 
Committee  to  transfer  them  from  one  school  or  class  to 
another  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Committee. 

XII.  The  compensation  of  teachers  in  the  several  grades, 
and  lis  varied  by  length  of  service,  shall  be  established  upon 
a  uniform  plan  to  be  adopted  by  the  Committee. 

XIII.  Janitors  shall  be  appointed  and  their  compensa- 
tion fixed,  by  the  School  Connnittee.  In  the  performance 
of  their  duties,  they  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  finance 
committee. 
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XIV.  T  he  Ccminittce  T\ill  nj  loint,  ficm  time  to  time,  a 
school  treasurer,  in  whose  hands  sufficient  moneys  shall  be 
placed  to  meet  bills  as  they  become  due.  All  bills  shall  be 
paid  by  check  upon  the  school  treasurer,  signed  by  the 
secretary  of  the  Committee  upon  the  approval  of  the  com- 
mittee on  finance  and  claims  ;  except  that  salaries  shall  be 
paid  upon  a  monthly  pay-roll  prepared  by  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools,  approved  by  the  committee  on  finance  and 
claims,  and  certified  to  by  the  secretary  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee. The  secretary  shall  order  the  payment  of  no  bill 
unless  it  has  been  approved  by  the  committee  on  finance 
and  claims. 

XV.  The  rules  of  order  shall  be  those  in  ordinary  use 
in  deliberative  bodies.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  ordered 
and  recorded  upon  the  call  of  any  member. 


CHAPTER  II. 

FOR  THE  GUIDANCE  OF  TEACHERS. 

I.  The  Grading  of  Schools. — The  schools  are  divided 
into  primary,  grammar,  and  high.  But  where  graded 
schools  are  impracticable,  ungraded  schools  are    substituted. 

Each  graded  school  is  divided  into  four  classes ;  and 
each  class  in  the  grammar  and  primary  schools  into  two 
sections,  except  that  the  fourth  class  primary  is  divided  into 
three  sections.  The  division  of  cUisses  into  sections  is  based 
upon  proficiency. 

Each  class  in  each  primaiy  or  grammar,  as  well  as  each 
ungraded  school,  is  assigned  to  a  teacher,  to  whom  is  com- 
mitted its  discipline,  and  the  instruction  of  its  pupils.  The 
high  school  is  in  the  care  of  a  principal  to  whom  is  given  a 
sufficient  number  of  assistants. 
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II.  SfTiooL  Sessions. ^1.  The  length  of  the  school  year 
and  the  definite  dates  of  beginning  and  ending  each  term, 
will  be  determined  by  the  School  Committee  from  year  to 
year. 

2.  During  the  winter  term,  the  morning  sessions  in  the 
prunary  and  grammar  schools  shall  be  from  eight  forty-five 
to  eleven  forty-five  o'clock  ;  at  all  other  times  of  the  year, 
from  half-past  eight  to  half-past  eleven.  The  afternoon 
sessions  shall  be  from  two  to  four  o'clock  during  the  spring 
term  ;  at  all  other  times  of  the  year  from  one  forty-five  to 
three  forty-five.  The  sessions  of  the  high  school  will  be 
from  half-past  eight,  a.  m.,  to  one  p.  m.  The  hours,  of  ses- 
sions of  the  ungraded  schools  shall  be  determined  b}^  their 
respective  committees. 

3.  All  teachers  will  be  in  their  school-rooms,  and  the 
rooms  open  to  the  pupils,  at  least  fifteen  minutes  before  the 
time  specified  for  the  commencement  of  each  session. 

4.  There  shall  be  a  recess  of  fifteen  minutes  in  each 
morning's  session,  for  every  school  in  the  city,  and  of  five 
minutes  in  the  afternoon  session.  Should  a  teacher  forbid 
any  pupil  from  taking  a  recess  with  the  school,  the  pupil 
shall  be  allowed  the  same  length  of  time  for  a  recess  by  him- 
self. No  teacher  will,  at  any  time,  require  a  pupil  to  remain 
after  the  close  of  any  morning  session  ;  nor  after  the  close  of 
any  afternoon  sessions  except  in  case  of  discipline. 

5.  In  cases  of  urgency  arising  on  any  given  day,  the 
Superintendent  may  authorize  the  teachers  to  change  the 
hours  of  sessions  and  time  of  dismissal,  for  that  day.  Tlie 
teachers  of  ungraded  schools  may  similarly  act  upon  tlieir 
own  judgment,  if  the  Superintendent  cannot  be  rea^-hed. 

III.  Holidays. — The  following  liolidays  are  establislied  : 
Every  Saturday  ;  the  twenty-second  day  of  Februtiiy  ;  Fast 
Day  ;  Decoration  Day  ;  the  Fourth  of  'Tuly  :  Thanksgiving 
Day  and  day  following;  and  Christmas. 
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Each  teacher  may  take  one-half  day  in  eacli  term  for  the 
purpose  of  visiting  other  schools,  to  observe  methods  of  dis- 
cipline and  instruction. 

IV.  Admission  of  Pipils. — 1.  Teachers  will  receive 
pupils  to  any  school  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Superinten- 
dent. Non-resident  pupils  may  be  admitted  to  an}''  school 
by  the  committee  thereof,  upon  payment  of  comi.ensation  to 
be  fixed  by  the  finance  committee  according  to  the  circum- 
stances of  each  individual  case. 

2.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to,  or  remain  a  member  of 
any  school,  without  first  presenting  to  the  Superintendent  a 
certificate  from  a  physician,  or  other  complete  evidence,  of 
vaccination   or  other  sufficient  protection  against  small   pox. 

3.  Eveiy  pupil  must  be  provided  with  necessary  books 
and  slates.  Any  deficiency  will  be  reported  by  the  teacher 
to  the  parent  or  guardian,  and  in  case  of  continued  lack,  to 
the  ^Superintendent. 

V.  Attendance  of  Pupils. — 1.  In  case  of  tardiness  oi 
absence  of  pupils,  teachers  will  require  the  pupil  to  present 
a  written  excuse  signed  by  the  parent  or  guardian.  In  cases 
of  frequent  or  prolonged  absence,  teachers  will  ascertain  the 
cause  and  use  all  proper  influence  to  remedy  the  evil.  A 
continuous  absence  of  five  days,  unless  known  to  the  teacher 
to  have  sufficient  reason,  will  be  reported  by  the  teacher  to 
the  Superintendent. 

2.  No  pupil  will  be  excused  from  school  hours  or  school 
exercises  to  receive  instruction  elsewhere.  Nor  will  any 
pupil  be  allowed  to  study  out  of  school  during  school  hours, 
except  by  consent  of  the  School  Committee. 

VI.  DisciFLiNE. — 1.  Instruction  in  morals  shall  be 
given  in  all  the  schools,  but  no  sectarian  or  partisan  views 
will  be  expressed  by  any  teacher. 

2.  Each  teacher  is  expected  to  exercise  a  firm,  but  mild 
and  prudent  control.     A   record   of  eveiy  case  of  corporal 
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punishment,  of  its  reason,  and  of  its  extent,  will  be  kept  by 
the  teacher,  for  the  use  of  the  Superintendent. 

3.  In  cases  of  gross  and  violent  insurbordination,  and 
that  only,  a  teacher  may  exclude  a  pupil  from  school  for  the 
remainder  of  the  day  ;  but  he  shall  forthwith  report  the  fact 
to  the  parent  or  guardian,  and  to  the  Superintendent. 

YII.  Course  of  Study. — The  course  of  study  and  the 
text  books  used  will  be  such  as  are  hereinafter  directed  l)y 
the  School  Committee. 

VIII.  Care  of  School  Houses. — The  teacher  of  the 
highest  class  in  am^  school  building  shall  be  charged  with 
the  care  of  the  house  and  appurtenances,  so  far  as  to  secure 
its  proper  use  by  the  schools  ;  see  that  it  is  kept  in  suitable 
order ;  make  known  to  the  Superintendent  the  need  of  any 
repairs,  and  control  and  regulate  the  deportment  and  order 
of  all  pupils  when  not  in  their  respective  rooms.  All  other 
teachers  in  any  school-house  will  co-operate  with  the  teacher 
in  charge,  and  assist  as  he  may  dh'ect. 

IX.  Contributions. — No  teacher  wdll  allow  in  any 
school  any  contribution  or  collection  to  be  made,  any  sale  of 
any  articles  by  teacher  or  any  other  person,  any  notification 
of  any  lecture  or  exhibition  of  any  kind.  Nor  shall  any  lec- 
ture be  given  in  au}^  school  without  the  special  permis- 
sion of  the  School  Committee. 

X.  Pay  for  Temporary  SunriTUTES. — In  case  any 
teacher  is  temporarily  unable  to  perform  school  duties  by 
reason  of  sickness  or  other  disability,  the  substitute  placed 
in  charge  by  the  Superintendent  shall  be  paid  by  the  regular 
teacher  a  sum  equal  to  three-fifths  of  the  regular  salary  ; 
provided,  however,  that  if  such  sickness  or  disability  be  pro- 
longed for  four  successive  weeks,  the  Superintendent  shall 
l)resent  the  case  before  the  School  Conunittee  for  action, 
any  change  effected  by  the  Board  to  date  from  the  fifth  week 
of  such  substitute's  school  work.

XI.     Teachers'  Meetings. — Teachers     will     attend     all 
teachers'  meetings  appointed  by  the  committee. 


CHAPTER  III. 

AS    TO    THE    SUPERINTENDENT. 

I.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  have  supervision 
of  all  the  public  schools  of  the  city,  and  work  for  their  im- 
provement and  success. 

He  will  at  all  times  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Commit- 
tee, and  his  acts  shall  always  be  subject  to  its  revision. 

He  will  meet  with  the  Committee  whenever  requested  by 
the  chairman. 

He  will  co-operate  with  each  sub-committee,  and  give 
such  information  and  assistance  as  may  be  requested. 

He  will  visit  all  the  schools  as  often  as  is  practicable,  con- 
sider and  note  the  mode  and  quality  of  instruction  and  disci- 
pline followed  b}^  each  teacher,  and  keep  a  faithful  record 
thereof,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee. 

He  will  make  to  the  Committee  an  annual  report,  in 
wanting,  of  his  work,  of  the  condition  of  the  schools,  and  of 
his  plans  for  their  greater  eflSciency.  He  will  also  make  such 
other  reports  as  are  hereinafter  mentioned,  or  such  as  may 
be  specially  requested  by  the  Committee  from  time  to  time  ; 
and  whenever  any  work  is  assigned  him  by  special  vote 
of  the  committee,  he  will  give  to  the  secretary,  for  the 
next  following  session,  a  written  report  of  his  proceedings 
therein. 

He  will  have  regular  office  hours  approved  l)y  the  Commit- 
tee, and  advertised  to  the  citizens. 

II.  The  Superintendent  will  adWse  the  teachers,  when 
it  is  needful,  in  reference  to  the  best  methods  of   instruction 
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and  discipline.  Especially  will  he  counsel  teachers  who 
may  not  have  had  mature  experience.  In  cases  of  any  dif- 
ficulty, reported  to  him  by  a  teacher  or  a  parent,  he  will 
endeavor  to  adjust  it  so  as  to  promote  mutual  harmony  ;  and 
in  such  a  case  will,  if  it  be  not  otherwise  settled,  act  ac- 
cording to  the  du-ection  of  the  sub-committee  of  the  school 
concerned. 

In  the  absence  of  a  teacher,  the  Superintendent  may  tem- 
porarily fill  the  vacancy,  with  the  approval  of  the  committee 
upon  the  school  concerned;  but  no  person  shall  be  employ- 
ed as  a  substitute  who  has  not  satisfactorily  passed  the  ex- 
amination required  by  law^ ;  and  that*  appointment  shall  be 
in  force  only  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  committee. 

He  may  appoint,  with  the  approval  of  the  committee, 
stated  or  special  meetings  of  teachers,  for  instruction  and 
for  mutual  consultation  on  matters  touching  the  prosperity  of 
the  schools. 

He  will  have  power  to  require  from  teachers  all  the  facts 
necessary  to  any  reports  for  which  he  is  responsible. 

He  will  make  to  the  secretary  of  the  Committee  a  monthty 
report  of  all  cases  of  corporal  punishment,  and  of  the  rea- 
sons and  severity  thereof. 

In  cases  of  the  exclusion  of  a  pupil  by  a  teacher,  the 
Superintendent  may  continue  the  exclusion,  reporting  to  the 
committee  upon  the  school  for  its  decision. 

III.  The  Superintendent  will  see  that  the  regulations  of 
the  School  Committee  are  fully  complied  with, as  to  uniformity 
in  the  same  class  throughout  the  city,  the  prescribed  course 
of  study,  the  text  books  authorized  to  be  used  in  the  schools, 
and  the  times  and  hours  of  school  sessions.  lUit  he  shall 
have  authority  at  any  time,  if  an  urgenc}"  demands  it,  to 
change  times  of  school  sessions  for  a  single  day.  The  direc- 
tions of  the  Superintendent  in  reference  to  the  points  men- 
tioned in  this  section,  and  in  regard  to  any  special  votes    of 
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the  committee,  will    be    regarded    iis    of    full    force    in  the 
schools  Iw  all  the  teachers. 

IV.  The  Superintendent  shall  give  certificates  of  admis- 
sion as  pupils  to  proper  applicants ;  may  transfer  pupils 
from  one  school  to  another  of  like  class  ;  may  make  promo- 
tions from  one  class  to  another, or  one  school  to  another  in  the 
manner  and  on  the  conditions  prescri!)ed  in  the  section  relat- 
ing to  promotions  and  transfers. 

V.  lie  shall  act  for  the  committee  in  procuring  school 
books  for  pupils  destitute  thereof,  in  cases  intended  by  the 
(leneral  Laws  of  the  State. 

VI.  He  will  conduct  all  examinations,  preparing  the  de- 
tails thereof,  under  the  supervision  of  the  respective  special 
committees  ;  notifying  such  committees  of  the  times  and 
places  of  such  examinations. 

VII.  The  Superintendent  will  note  and  report  to  the  com- 
mittee on  finance  all  damage  to  buildings  and  premises,  all 
needed  repau's,  and  any  need  as  to  cleanliness,  warmth,  or 
ventilation.  He  shall  give  to  the  committee  on  finance  a 
detailed  list  of  all  supplies  required  by  the  teachers,  shall 
have  charge  of  them  when  obtained,  and  deliver  them  as 
needed. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

COURSE    OF    STUDY   AND    TEXT    BOOKS. 

I.     In  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools. 

1.  Studies. — Reading,  spelling,  arithmetic,  language, 
penmanship,  and  vocal  music  are  begun  in  the  primary 
fourth  class. 

Exercises  in  written  composition  are  begun  in  primary 
third  class. 

Geography  and  arithmetic,  with  text  ]»ooks,  are  begun  in 
the  primary  second  class. 
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Rhetorical  exercises  are  begun  in  the  grammar  fourth 
class. 

Technical  grammar  and  United  States  history  are  begun 
in  the  grammar  thu-d  class. 

All  these  branches  of  stud}^  are  continued  to  the  end  of 
the  grammar  school  course. 

Physiology  is  taught  in  the  grammar  first  class. 

2.  Frequent  gymnastic  exercises  in  some  form,  of  not 
less  than  three  or  more  than  five  minutes  duration,  are 
required. 

3.  Study  out  of  school  must  not  be  required  of  any  pu- 
23il  of  the  primnry  school,  nor  of  more  than  one  lesson  by 
any  granmiar  school  pupil. 

4.  Blackboard  work. — The  blackboard  shall  be  used 
each  day  by  as  many  pupils  as  practicable  in  writing  topics 
in  geography,  history  and  other  studies — the  exercises  to  be 
conducted  by  the  pupils  under  the  supervision  of  the  teacher.

2.  COURSE  OF  STUDY  IN  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

Pupils  (with  approval  of  parents)  will  at  the  beginning  of 
each  year,  select  three  or  more  studies,  requiring  thirteen  to 
sixteen  recitations  per  week  (arithmetic  being  a  required 
study)  and  this  shall  constitute  the  course  of  study  for  the 
])upil ;  provided,  however,  that  pupils  preparing  for  college 
shall  be  required  to  take  only  such  studies  as  are  necessary 
in  such  preparation,  and  may  take  additional  studies  only 
with  the  consent  of  the    i)rincipal.     The    coHi[)letion    of    the 
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course  of  stud}^  for  four  3'ears  will  entitle  the  pupil  to  a 
diploma  of  graduation,  provided  the  pupil  has  taken  con- 
tinuously either  French,  Latin,  Greek  or  the  higher  mathe- 
matics as  part  of  the  course,  and  provided  that  the  pupil 
(other  than  those  preparing  for  college)  shall  have  taken 
continuously  studies  amounting  to  not  less  than  twelve 
recitations  per  week,  or  that  average  for  the  entu'e  com-se 
and  not  otherwise. 

The  committee  on  the  high  school  may  make  special 
arrangements  with  any  pupil  whose  needs  require  further 
variation  in  the  above  course.  Pupils  completing  a  two 
years'  course,  and  leaving  the  school,  will  receive  a  cer- 
tificate thereof.

III.     Music. 

There  shall  be  elected  annually  a  teacher  of  music. 

Said  teacher  shall  give  a  lesson  each  week  in  each  school 
as  follows,  viz  :  A  lesson  of  an  half  hour  in  each  class  in  the 
grammar,  and  first,  second  and  third  classes  in  the  primary 
schools,  and  one  lesson  of  at  least  twenty  minutes,  in  the 
fourth  classes  in  the  primary  schools  ;  one  lesson  of  an  hour 
in  the  high  school  with  each  class  in  the  latter,  when  it  can 
be  arranged.  In  the  high  school  ten  minutes  shall  be  as- 
signed each  da}^  for  practice  on  the  preceding  music    lesson. 

The  course  of  study  shall  be  that  prescribed  in  "The 
Normal  Music  Course,"  adopted  by  the  School  Committee 
in  1884  with  such  supplementary  work  from  standard  com- 
posers as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

The  only  music  taught  shall  be  vocal,  the  pinno  in  the 
room  being  used  only  for  accompanying  the  schools  in  march- 
ing and  singing. 

The  music  teacher  shall  annually  give  a  written  report  to 
the  chairman  of  the  School  Connnittee  in  regard  tt»  the 
music  department. 

(iKNEKAL     DIHKCTIONS. 

Examinations. — 1.     That    the     svsteni    oi'    written     r\- 
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amination  of  the  several  pupils  except  in  cases  of  failure 
to  be  hereafter  noticed  in  connection  with  promotions  or  as 
modified  below,  is  hereby  abolished  and  frequent  reviews 
recommended,  to  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  principal  of  the 
high  school  and  under  his  direction,  and  of  the  teachers  in 
the  grammar  schools.  The  Superintendent  may  order  and 
conduct  one  written  examination  in  each  tenn  in  each  study 
in  the  grammar  schools. 

2.  Marking  and  Reports. — Teachers  in  the  high  and 
grammar  schools  ma}'  make  such  record  of  each  recitation 
for  their  own  use  as  they  themselves  may  con.sider  necessary 
to  enable  them  to  render  an  impartial  report  of  the  standing 
of  their  scholars.  The}'  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of 
absence,  tardinesses  and  dismissals  to  be  sent  to  parents  or 
guardians. 

Every  Monday  the  principal  of  the  high  school  and 
teachers  in  the  grammar  schools,  shall  send  to  parents  or 
guardians  a  statement  as  to  deportment  and  recitations, 
based  upon  the  teacher's  judgment  or  record,  for  the  pre- 
ceding week,  marked  1  to  5 ;  1,  signifying  excellent; 
2,  good;  8,  fail-;  4,  unsatisfactory;  5,  bad;  with 
any  other  remarks  upon  a  scholar's  deportment  or  pro- 
gress in  studies  that  may  be  considered  proper,  particularly 
specifying  any  stud}^  in  which  the  pupil  may  be  deficient. 
These  marks,  1  to  5,  shall  constitute  an  average  of  the  stud- 
ies of  the  week.  All  absences,  tardinesses  and  dismissals 
shall  also  be  put  upon  this  report,  as  indicated  in  the  printed 
reports. 

3.  Promotions  and  (tRaduations. — Pupils  who  have  ob- 
tained for  the  3'ear  an  average  mark  of  3  upon  weekly  re- 
ports, shall  be  promoted  in  course,  or  if  of  the  highest  class, 
be  entitled,  without  question,  to  a  diploma  of  graduation 
from  the  high  school,  or  certificate  from  the  grammar  school, 
as  the  case  ma}^  be.     A  pupil  not  attaining  an  average  of  3 
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may  be  promoted  or  graduated,  if  upon  special  examination 
by  the  principal  of  the  high  school  for  that  school,  or  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  for  all  grammar  schools, in  any 
branch  of  study  in  which  he  is  defective,  the  examiner  shall 
so  recommend,  and  the  committee  upon  the  particular  school 
approve.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  may  also,  with  the 
approval  of  the  committee  upon  the  primary  or  grammar 
schools,  at  any  intermediate  time,  advance,  any  pupil  in  such 
school. 

The  relative  rank  of  pupils  in  graduating,  in  the  high 
school,  shall  be  fixed  by  taking  the  average  of  all  the  weekly 
reports  during  the  course,  provided,  however,  that  a  pupil 
taking  continuously  either  Latin,  Greek,  algebra  or  geometry, 
shall  have  a  credit  of  ten-hundredths  for  each  of  those  studies 
in  completing  the  final  mark  ;  and  pupils  taking  continuous  - 
ly  either  French,  chemistry,  astronomy,  botany,  physiology, 
physics  or  composition,  shall  have  a  similar  credit  of  tive- 
hundredths. 

The  standing  of  each  pupil  in  the  high  school  for  the 
year,  shall  be  ascertained  and  reported  to  the  parent  and 
pupil,  within  one  week  after  the  close  of  the  third  term,  to- 
gether with  the  result,  as  affecting  promotion. 


CHAPTER  y. 

AS    TO    THE    TRUANT    OFFICER. 

1 .  The  truant  officer  shall  look  after  all  children  between 
the  age  of  six  and  sixteen  years,  without  any  regular  and 
lawful  occupation,  who  shall,  except  in  cases  of  ill-health, 
neglect  to  attend  school. 

2.  lie  shall  look  after  all  children  known  to  be  tninnts 
from  any  school  in  the  city. 

.").  He  shall  look  after  all  pupils  who  may  be  reiiortv'd  as 
truants  by  the  teachers,   the  Superintendent,    or    any    rn^ni- 
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ber  of   the    School    Coinmittee ;   aDcl   shall    take   them    into 
school,  if  possible,  during  the  session  when  reported. 

4.  He  shall  visit  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  twice  on  every  school  day,  for  the  purpose  of  ob- 
taining the  coinplaints  of  teachers  and  the  Superintendent, 
viz  :  between  9.15  and  10  o'clock,  a.  m.,  and  between  2.30 
and  3  o'clock,  p.  m. 

5.  He  shall  report  to  the  teacher  making  the  complaint 
the  result  of  his  investigation  on  or  before  the  following 
day. 

6.  He  shall  make  complaint  of  all  children  who  refuse  to 
attend  school,  or  who  continue  truant  after  proper  warning. 
[See  City  Ordinances,  chap,  xi.,  sec.  1. 

7.  He  shall  enforce  all  other  laws  of  the  state,  or  city 
ordinances,  in  regard  to  attendance  on  the  public  schools. 

8.  He  shall  see  the  parents  of  children  truant  or  iiTegu- 
lar  in  attendance,  and  endeavor  by  judicious  advice  to  secure 
impiovement ;  failing  in  which  he  shall  make  complaint. 

9.  He  shall  confer  with  the  Superintendent  before  mak- 
ing complaint  against  any  child  for  truancy. 

10.  He  shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee, through  the  Superintendent,  of  his  work,  number  of 
cases  reported  by  teachei*s,  result  of  investigation,  etc. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

FOR    THE    GOVERNMENT    OF    JANFTORS. 

J^Ado2)ted  by  the  Finance  Coimnittee.'] 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  janitors : 

1.  To  sweep  the  J^chcol-rcom  once    a    week:  the    entries 
and  stairs  twice  a  week. 

2.  To    dust  the  desks,  chairs,  and  other    furniture    after 
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sweeping ;  to   dust  the  windows,  blinds,  walls,  and    ceilings 
as  often  as  is  necessary  to  keep  them  in  good  order. 

3.  To  inspect  the  ont  buildings  and  closets  daily,  and  to 
keep  them  in  good  condition  at  all  times. 

4.  To  clean  the  ink-wells  once  every  term. 

5.  To  have  the  rooms  properly  warmed  at  the  time  of 
opening  school. 

6.  To  keep  the  cellars  in  a  neat  and  orderly  condition  ; 
ashes  and  fuel  in  place— floor  swept. 

7.  Tu)  keep  the  grounds  about  the  buildings  free  from 
weeds  and  litter  of  all  kinds. 

8.  To  remove  snow  and  ice  from  the  door-steps,  and  to 
keep  in  good  condition,  the  path  leading  to  the  school  build- 
ings and  out-houses. 

9.  To  keep  covered  with  ashes  or  sand  the  ice  on  the 
steps,  in  the  paths,  and  on  the  sidewalks. 

10.  To  remove  the  ashes  and  all  other  waste  matter  from 
the  cellars  once  a  year  in  "the  month  of  June,  to  some  place 
in  the  yards,  easy  of  access  to  teams. 

11.  To  keep  the  furniture  properly  fastened,  and  make 
any  temporary  changes  desired  in  the  arrangement  of  furni- 
ture. 

12.  To  saw  and  split  all  wood  used  as  fuel. 

13.  To  keep  the  windows,  outside  doors,  and  out-houses 
locked  when  school  is  not  in  session. 

14.  To  have  a  general  oversight  of  school  property,  and 
to  attend  to  minor  repairs  and  alterations. 

In  the  performance  of  these  duties,  the  janitors  shall  be 
under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and 
their  names  shall  be  placed  upon  the  pay-roll  prepared  ])y 
liim.

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Dover  : 

In  this  my  fifth  annual  report,  1  present  the  statistical  in- 
formation requh-ed  by  the  law  of  the  state,  showing  the  con- 
dition of  the  schools  as  to  membership,  attendance,  regolarity, 
etc.  1  also  venture  to  call  your  attention  again  to  to^Dics 
previously  discussed,  but  whose  importance  should  uot  al- 
low them  to  be  neglected. 

THE    SCHOOLS. 

The  late  John  D.  Fhilbrick  said,  "  We  cannot  too  often 
repeat  the  great  fundamental  maxim  '  As  is  the  teacher,  so 
is  the  school.'  In  the  administration  of  a  system  of  public 
instruction,  therefore,  it  should  be  the  first  and  foremost  aim 
to  select  superior  teachers,  to  retain  them  in  service,  and  to 
insist  upon  constant  progress  in  excellence." 

It  should  never  be  forgotten  that  good  teachers  make  good 
schools,  and  that  good  schools  can  be  produced  by  no  other 
means :  the}^  cannot  be  legislated  into  existence  by  the 
wisest  school  committee  ever  chosen  :  the  most  careful  and 
most  expert  supervision,  the  utmost  liberality  in  erecting 
and  furnishing  school  buildings,  the  greatest  expenditure 
for  books,  charts,  maps,  and  all  the  paraphernalia  of  educa- 
tion will  fail  of  the  desired  results  if  the  teacher  lacks 
capacity,  interest,  and  enthusia.sm. 

President  Garfield  is  credited  with  the  saying,  "  A  log  in 
the  woods  with  Mark  Hopkins  on  one  end  of  it  is  college 
enough  for  me." 

This  idea  of  making  the  teacher  the  central  figure  of  the 
school,  as  voiced  by  Garfield,  is  the  only  one  by  which  good 
schools  can  be  established  or  maintained.  Hence  the  im- 
portance of  the  utmost  care  in  the  selection  of  teachers,  of 
discriminating  judgment  in  assigning  them,  of  retniniiig    the 
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efficient  by  the  payment  of  adequate  salaries,  and  of  firmness 
in  declining  to  retain  the  inefficient  on  any  salary. 

ABSENTEEISM. 

Irregularity  of  attendance  is  one  of  the  great  evils  under 
which  we  labor.  It  is  impossible  that  a  child  should  main- 
tain an  interest  in  school  work  or  make  any  material  advance 
in  it,  if  he  is  permitted  to  be  absent  or  present  as  the  fancy 
takes  him  ;  but  the  records  of  our  schools  show  that  every 
day  a  large  percentage  of  our  children  are  absent  from  the 
school-room . 

The  school  registers,  however,  do  not  show  the  full  extent 
of  absenteeism,  as  only  the  actual  members  are  considered 
there.  I  shall  discuss  this  subject,  having  in  view  the  laws 
of  the  state  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  which  govern  our 
action  towards  children  who  do  not  attend  school. 

First.       GENERAL  LAWS,    CHAPTER  91. 

Sec.  14.  —Every  parent,  guardian,  master,  or  other  person 
having  the  custody,  control  or  charge  of  any  child  between 
the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years,  residing  in  any  school 
district  in  which  a  public  school  is  annually  taught  for  the 
period  of  twelve  weeks  or  more  within  two  miles  by  the 
nearest  travelled  road  from  his  residence,  shall  cause  such 
child  to  attend  such  public  school  for  twelve  weeks  at  least 
in  every  year,  six  weeks  at  least  of  which  attendance  shall 
be  consecutive,  unless  such  child  shall  be  excused  from  such 
attendance  by  the  school  committee  of  the  town,  or  the 
board  of  education  of  such  district,  upon  its  being  shown  to 
their  satisfaction  that  the  physical  or  mental  condition  of 
such  child  was  such  as  to  prevent  his  attendance  at  school 
for  the  period  recpiired,  or  that  such  child  was  instructed  in  a 
private  school  or  at  liome  foi"  at  least  twelve  weeks  durhig 
sucli  year  in  the  branches  of  education  required  to  bi^  taught 
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in  the  public  schools,  or,  having  acquired  those  branches,  in 
other  more  advanced  studies. 

8ec.  16. — Any  parent,  guardian,  master,  or  other  person 
violating  the  provisions  of  the  fourteenth  section  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  the  first  offense  and  the 
sum  of  twenty  dollars  for  the  second  and  every  subsequent 
offense,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt  in  the  name  of 
the  district  within  whose  limits  the  penalty  was  incurred  by 
the  school  committee  of  the  town  or  the  board  of  education 
of  such  district. 

I  have  never  heard  of  a  case  of  a  suit  of  this  kind  in  this 
state.  It  is  said,  on  apparently  good  authorit}^,  that  in 
Massachusetts,  where  a  sunilar  law  exists,  that  there  has 
never  been  a  case  tried  under, it.  In  Connecticut,  I  am  in- 
formed, frequent  prosecutions,  under  a  similar  law,  have 
occurred,  and  the  penalty  has  been  recovered. 

I  have  had  reason  to  believe  that  there  have  been,  and 
are  now,  many  children  in  this  city  whose  parents  are  liable 
to  the  penalties  prescribed  by  section  16,  though  no  legal 
complaint  has  ever  been  made  to  me. 

Secondly.     We  have  the  employment  laws. 

LAWS  OF  1879,    CHAPTER    21. 

8ec.  1. — No  child  under  the  age  of  ten  yeare  shall  be  em- 
ployed by  any  manufacturing  corporation  in  this  state,  and 
any  agent,  superintendent,  or  overseer,  in  any  corporation, 
who  wilfully  employs,  or  permits  to  be  employed,  any  child 
in  violation  of  this  act,  shall,  for  such  offense,  be  fined  not 
less  than  twenty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred   dollars. 

Sec.  2. — Such  fine  shall  be  paid,  one  half  to  the  com- 
plainant, and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  county  where 
such  offense  was  committed. 

Sec.  3. — No  prosecution  under  this  act  shall  be  sustained 
one  year  after  the  offense  is  committed.

CH.\PTER  91. 

(As  Amended  in  1881.) 

Sec.  11. — No  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall  be 
employed  in  any  manufacturing  establishment,  unless  he  has 
attended  some  public  school,  or  private  day  school  where 
instruction  was  given  by  a  teacher  competent  in  the  branches 
taught  in  common  schools,  at  least  twelve  weeks  during  the 
year  preceding ;  and  no  child  under  said  age  shall  be  so  em- 
ployed, except  in  vacation  of  the  school  in  the  district  in 
which  he  resides,  who  cannot  write  legibly  and  read  fluently 
in  readers  of  the  grade  usually  classed  as  third  readers. 

Sec.  12. — No  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  shall 
be  employed  as  aforesaid  unless  he  has  attended  school  as 
aforesaid  at  least  six  mouths  the  year  preceding,  or  has  at- 
tended the  school  of  the  district  in  which  he  dwelt  the  whole 
time  it  was  kept  during  such  year ;  and  no  child  under  twelve 
years  of  age  shall  be  so  employed  unless  he  has  attended  the 
school  of  the  district  in  which  he  dwelt  the  whole  time  it 
was  kept  during  the  year  preceding. 

Sec.  13. — The  owner,  agent,  or  superintendent  of  any 
manufacturing  establishment,  or  any  person  connected  there- 
with, who  shall  employ  in  such  establishment  any  child 
under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  without  having  a  certificate 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  school  committee  of  the  town  or 
city  in  which  such  child  resides,  or  by  such  person  or  persons 
as  they  may  designate  for  that  purpose,  that  such  child  has 
attended  school,  as  required  by  sections  eleven  and  twelve 
of  this  chapter,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars 
for  each  offense. 

Sec.  18. — School  committees  and  boards  of  education, 
respectively,  shall  sue  for  all  penalties  incurred  under,  nud 
institute  prosecutions  for  all  violations  of  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter ;  and  any  school  committee  or  board  of  educa- 
tiou'u[)on  whom  a  written  notice  has  been  served  l)yanytax- 
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l^ayer,  stating  Iw  whom,  when,  and  how,  any  such  penalty 
has  been  incurred,  who  shall  neglect  for  ten  days  after  the 
service  of  such  notice  upon  them  to  institute  a  suit  for  the 
recovery  thereof,  unless  such  penalty  shall  sooner  be  paid 
without  a  suit,  or  unless  upon  investigation  during  that  time 
the}^  shall  be  satisfied  that  no  penalty  has  actually  been  in- 
curred, shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  for 
each  neglect,  to  be  recovered  by  the  selectmen  of  the  town. 
I  find  an  impression  quite  prevalent  that  these  laws  are  a 
dead  letter  with  the  employers  of  childi-en  in  this  city. 
Whether  or  not  this  impression  is  correct,  I  have  no  means 
of  knowing  officially  as  no  tax-payer  has  ever  made  written 
complaint,  and  the  law  gives  no  authority  for  an  investiga- 
tion. At  this  time  of  writing  (Dec.  1)  the  number  of 
children  legally  employed  in  the  various  manufacturing 
establishments  is  as  follows  : 

In  the  Print  Works,  19 

In  the  Cotton  Mills,  7 

In  Sawyer  Woolen  Mills,  3 

In  other  establishments,  1 

Total,  30 

If  more  than  this  number  of  children  under  sixteen  years 
of  age  are  at  work  in  the  a  arious  manufactories,  it  is  in 
direct  violation  of  law. 

A  census  of  the  children  of  school  age  in  the  hands  of  the 
school  committee  would  enable  you  to  control  this  matter. 

An  enumeration  is  requu-ed  of  the  assessors  and  the 
number  of  children  between  five  and  fifteen  years  is  annually 
reported  by  them  to  the  School  Committee.  If  the  employ- 
ment laws  are  ever  to  be  enforced,  the  list  of  names  and  ages 
will  be  necessary. 

A  third  class  of  absentees  comprises  those  who,  members 
of  the  schools  of  the  city,  are  irregular  in  attendance.  To 
them,  the  following  is  applicable  : 
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CITY  ORDINANCES. 


CHAPTER  XI. 

Sec.  1. — Any  child  iu  the  city  between  the  ages  of  six  and 
sixteen  years,  without  any  regular  and  lawful  occupation, 
who  shall,  except  in  case  of  ill  health,  habitually  neglect  to 
attend  school,  or  become  an  habitual  truant,  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one,  nor  more  than  ten 
dollars. 

Sec.  2. — Instead  of  the  fine  mentioned  in  the  preceding 
section,  the  Justice  of  the  Police  Court  may,  at  his  discretion, 
order  any  child  convicted  of  such  offense  to  be  committed  to 
the  House  of  Correction,  or  to  the  Reform  School,  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  one  year. 

There  is  always  a  feeling  of  repugnance  to  sending  even 
the  most  confirmed  truant  to  the  Reform  School  unless  there 
are  other  sins  laid  at  his  door.  At  the  Reform  School  he 
may  be  brought  into  contact  with  the  vile  and  the  vicious. 
I  rarely  meet  with  cases  where  I  can  advise  this  extreme 
penalty,  especially  as  the  parents  are  the  blameworthy  ones 
in  a  majority  of  the  cases  which  trouble  us.  Truant  schools 
such  as  are  required  by  the  Massachusetts  laws  would  remedy 
the  evil  and  enable  us  to  break  up  the  truant  habit  in  our 
city. 

I  will  enumerate  the  conditions  which  seem  to  my  mind 
necessary  to  obtain  that  attendance  contemplated  by  the 
state. 

1.  Amendments  to  the  laws,  requiring  all  employers  of 
children  in  manufacturing  establishments  to  keep  a  list  of 
children  employed,  and  to  keep  on  file  the  certificates  en- 
titling them  to  the  privilege  of  employment,  such  lists  and 
certificates  to  ])e  open  to  inspection  at  all  times  ;  requiring 
also  the  appointment  of  iuspectoi's,  local  or  state,  whot  e 
duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  all    sucli    establishments    several 
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times  yearly,  to  investigate  and  prosecute    all   violations    of 
the  laws  relating  to  employment  and  non-attendance. 

2.  A  census  of  all  children  liable  to  school  attendance, 
giving  names  and  ages. 

3.  Truant  schools. 

4.  An  honest  determination  on  the  part  of  the  School 
Committee  that  the  laws  shall  be  enforced. 

These  laws  are  in  the  interest  of  humanity  and  a  healthy 
condition  of  society.  Every  wage-worker,  every  property- 
owner,  ever}"  citizen  is  alilve  interested  that  children  should 
not  be  allowed  to  grow  up  in  our  midst  ignorant  of  the  com- 
mon rudiments  of  an  education,  unable  to  read  or  write, 
without  the  training  so  essential  to  good  citizenship. 

FKEE  TEXT-BOOKS. 

This  subject  has  been  repeatedly  laid  before  you  during 
the  last  three  yeai^s,  but  I  think  the  time  has  now  arrived  to 
review  its  advantages  and  to  ui-ge  uix>u  the  city  councils 
the  desiraT)ility  and  economy  of  the  plan. 

The  legislature  of  18.S3  enacted  the  following: 

Chapter  46. — An  act  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  com- 
mon schools.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  in  General  Court  convened : 

Sec.  1. — Any  town  or  any  district,  at  any  lawful  meeting, 
may  raise  money  by  taxation  or  otherwise  for  supplying  the 
scholars  in  the  common  schools  with  suitable  school  books 
free  of  charge. 

Sec.  "2. — Any  town  or  any  district,  may  by  vote  establish 
suitable  regulations  in  respect  thereto  ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  School  Committee  to  i)ix)vide  such  regulations  in 
<?ase  the  town  or  district  fails  to  do  so. 

Sec.  S.^This  act  shall  take  effect  ou  and  after  April  1, 
1884.  -    * 

Approved  Aug.  21,  l-ss.). 

In  my  annual  rejjort  of  that  year.  I  ])resented  some  of  the 
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advantages  likely  to  accrue  from  the  adoption  of  the  free 
supply  thus  authorized  by  the  legislature. 

A  special  committee  of  your  number  having  been  appointed 
to  consider  the  subject,  a  complete  and  exhaustive  report 
was  made  in  May  1884,  recommending  that  an  appropriation 
be  asked  of  the  city  councils  to  carry  the  scheme  into  effect. 
The  recommendations  of  this  report  were  nnanimously  adopted 
by  the  committee  but  the  councils  were  not  convinced  and 
declined  to  make  the  desired  appropriation.  In  favor  of 
free  books  may  be  mentioned  : — 

1.  Greater  economy. 

In  the  report  referred  to-,  your  committee  gave  estimates 
of  the  annual  cost  to  our  children  for  books  and  supplies  as 
follows  :

The  population  of  Lewiston  in  1870  was  13,600 ;  in  1880 
about  19,000. 

In  1884,  the  furnishing  of  free  books  which  up  to  that 
time  had  been  optional  with  the  towns  and  cities,  was  made 
compulsory  by  the  legislature  of  Massachusetts  so  that  now 
that  state  has  indeed  free  schools. 
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The  report  of  the  State  Board  speaks  in  high  tenns  of  the 
working  of  the  system. 

Under  the  permissive  law  of  this  state,  the  Union  District 
of  Concord  took  prompt  action. 

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  dated  Nov.  26,  1886,  from 
Superintendent  Rundlett  of  Concord  in  reply  to  certain  in- 
quiries in  which  he  gives  the  following  information  : 

Concord  has  had  the  plan  of  free  supply  for  three  years, 
furnishing  books,  stationery  and  all  other  necessities  to  171 
High  School  pupils  and  1373  pupils  of  other  grades;  the 
cost  for  the  first  year  was  $1,188.20;  the  annual  expense 
since,  $500. 

In  a  very  recent  conversation.  Superintendent  Fisher  of 
We}nnouth,  Mass.,  estimated  the  annual  cost  of  all  supplies 
including  ink,  crayon,  erasers,  maps,  charts,  a  generous  sup- 
ply of  supplementary  reading,  reference  books,  etc.,  at  $1.25 
per  pupil. 

These  fignires  taken  from  the  experience  of  other  cities 
show  conclusively  that  the  present  method  is  not  economical. 

The  waste  of  time  under  the  present  method  is  understood 
by  everyone  at  all  familiar  with  the  difficulty  in  getting 
classes  supplied  with  books  early  in  a  term  ;  oftentimes  days 
and  even  weeks  pass  T)efore  some  members  of  a  class  get  the 
required  text-books.  This  may  happen  from  the  carelessness 
of  the  pupil  or  the  poverty  of  the  parent.  Ilnder  a  free  sup- 
ply, work  may  be  begun  the  first  day  of  a  tenn. 

It  is  the  universal  testimony  of  all  educational  observers 
that  a  removal  or  lightening  of  burdens  connected  with  the 
schools  has  always  been  promptly  followed  by  a  largely  in- 
creased membership. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  cost  of  books  is  a 
for-midable  obstacle  to  the  entrance  of  many  i)upils  into  our 
High  School,   and    I    ])elieve    that    many    of    our   brightest 
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cliildreii  are  deterred  from  seeking  liiiJ:her  education  tlian 
that  offered  in  the  grammar  schools  l)y  this  very  item. 

Not  the  least  of  the  advantages  to  my  mind  of  having 
tlie  books  owned  by  the  city  is  the  facilit}^  with  which  a 
greater  variety  of  books  could  ])e  placed  before  a  class. 
Yon  all  know  the  tendency  of  children  to  study  words  rather 
than  ideas  :  you  know  how  difficult  it  is  for  a  teacher  to  pre- 
vent mere  memoriter  recitations  ;  and  also  how  difficult  it  is 
to  convince  some  teachers  of  the  desirability  of  preventing 
them,  particularly  in  branches  of  study  like  history  and 
geography.  "With  several  good  text-books  on  such  studies, 
approved  by  the  Committee,  used  in  the  same  class,  the 
study  of  subjects  or  topics  rather  than  of  pages,  paragraphs, 
and  words  would  become  a  necessity  ;  teachers  would  teach  ; 
pupils  would  understand  and  be  interested  in  then-  work  : 
our  schools  would  be  better.  No  one  of  us  would  attempt 
to  thoroughly  understand  any  subject  by  reading  it  up  in 
the  works  of  one  author  merely  ;  ought  we  to  expect  children 
to  do  so  ?  Ought  we  to  train  them  to  look  upon  any  author 
as  infallible  merely  because  his  book  has  been  selected  from 
many  perhaps  equally  good  ?  With  these  considerations  be- 
fore you,  I  trust  that  3'ou  will  again  make  specific  recom- 
mendations to  the  city  councils  in  the  matter. 

Should  you  not,  however,  consider  this  to  be  wise,  I  would 
call  3^our  attention  to  the  desirability  of  furnishing  free  all 
temporary  or  perishable  supplies  as  pens,  stationery,  blank 
books,  and  writing  books  ;  this  can  be  done  at  a  compara- 
tively small  expense  and  would  be  a  great  gain  in  time  and 
convenience  to  teachers  and  pupils  alike. 

HKJII  SCHOOL. 

The  High  School  has  suffered  more  than  its  usual  change 
of  teachers  during  the  past  year.  A  loss  of  four  of  the  five 
teachers  of  this  school  must  of  necessit}'  have    something   of 
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a  demoralizing  effect,  and,  though  I  believe  that  you  were 
very  fortunate  in  your  choice  of  teachers  to  fill  the  places  of 
those  called  awa}^,  a  large  part  of  the  term  just  closed  has 
been  required  by  pupils  and  teachers  in  becoming  acquainted 
with  each  other  and  with  their  w^ork. 

While  much  ma}^  be  said  in  favor  of  the  course  of  study 
adopted  four  years  ago,  a  close  observation  of  its  working 
has  convinced  me  that  it  is  not  enth-ely  good — it  is  altogether 
too  elastic.  A  pupil,  with  his  parent's  consent,  may  change 
his  line  of  study  every  year  and  thus  gain  a  smattering  of 
many  subjects  without  thoroughly  investigating  any.  And 
it  happens  that  mau}^  of  our  graduates  find  themselves  fitted 
for  no  advanced  course  of  study  at  the  time  when  they  begin 
to  appreciate  the  importance  of  such  a  course. 

The  public  notice  this  result  and  charge  it,  without  in- 
quiry, to  poor  teaching. 

We  should  have  more  real  scholar sliip^  if  some  exact  lines 
of  study  were  marked  out  and  pupils  required  to  select  a 
line  of  study  rather  than  allowed  to  select  the  different 
branches  without  regard  to  their  harmony  or  continuity. 
Experience  has  also  convinced  me  that  a  readjustment  and 
a  rearrangement  of  the  branches  assigned  to  the  several 
years  is  urgently  needed. 

A  very  serious  drawback  to  the  prosperity  of  this  school 
exists  in  the  facility  of  promotion  from  class  to  class.  There 
are  pupils  in  every  class  of  the  High  School  who  a  are 
positive  injury  to  the  class, — pupils  who  have  made  no  at- 
tempt to  perform  the  work  assigned  and  who  are  still  mak- 
ing no  attempt  in  that  direction.  I  do  not'  refer  to  the 
honest,  faithful  pupil  who  gains  something  constantly  al- 
though his  mind  works  slowly,  but  to  the  shirk  and  time- 
killer  ;  there  are  meml)ers  of  this  school  who  having  com- 
pleted certain  studies  and  dropped  them,  cannot  pass  the 
simplest  examination  upon  any  part  of  them  ;  tliere  are  pupils 
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who  have  been  for  weeks  of  the  term  just  closed  without 
making  a  single  recitation  in  some  of  their  studies  and  with- 
out ever  taking  a  book  from  the  school-room  to  prepare 
their  lessons ;  under  your  rules,  such  pupils  must  be  al- 
lowed to  remain  until  the  end  of  the  year  before  their  cases 
can  be  considered.  Under  these  conditions,  I  do  not  believe 
that  any  school  can  take  high  rank.  While  it  might  not  be 
desirable  to  act  before  the  end  of  the  year  so  far  as  scholar- 
ship is  concerned,  it  would  certainly  seem  reasonable  that 
the  gross  disobedience  involved  in  this  refusal  to  study 
should  receive  earlier  attention  as  an  offence  demanding 
reformation  or  punishment.

I  again  ask  3^our  consideration  to  the  pressing  need  of  a 
laboratory-  for  the  teaching  of  the  ph3^sical  sciences. 

Every  teacher  in  this  department,  during  m}-  superinten- 
dency,  has  repeatedly  and  emphaticall}"  called  my  attention 
to  this  matter  and,  I  in  turn,  present  it  to  you  annually.  It 
is  impossible  to  do  satisfactory  work  in  this  line  without 
more  room  and  greater  conveniences  than  we  possess  ;  our 
pupils  are  getting  but  a  small  portion  of  what  is  due  them 
from  their  physics  and  chemistry,  when  an  outlay  of  a  few 
hundred  dollars  would  give  a  manifold  increase  of  the 
benefits  of  these  branches. 

Under  the  present  method  a  text-book  recitation  is  heard ; 
the  teacher  performs  a  few  experiments  ;  the  pupils  look  on, 
note  a  few  observations  which  the  teacher  has  made  ;  and 
imagine  that  the  work  is  done.  As  a  result,  the  couree  of 
study  is  finished,  and  the  students  have  to  show  for  it,  a 
knowledge  of  a  few  definitions  and  a  note  book  recording 
the  work  and  thoughts  of  their  teacher. 

This  is  all  wrong  and  is  but  little  better  than  a  waste  of 
time.  We  learn  to  do  by  doing.  A  boy  who  learns  to  swim 
goes  into  the  water.     A  knowledge  of  chemistr}'  and  physics 
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can  be  acquired  only  by  each  2)upil  manipulating  the  ap- 
paratus, handling  the  substances  discussed,  analyzing  and 
constructing  thero,  and  performing  every  experiment  him- 
self. 

Every  city  and  large  town  that  has  any  desirable  standing 
in  educational  matters  has  a  laboratory  for  individual  work  ; 
why  should  not  our  boys  and  girls  have  the  same  advan- 
tages ? 

Dover  is  far  behind,  in  this  respect,  her  sister  cities  of 
New  Hampshire  even. 

EVENING    SCHOOL. 

The  spring  term  of  this  school  continued  ten  weeks  from 
January  18  to  March  2(5,  under  charge  of  Mr.  Peter  Burke 
and  Mrs.  Isabel  C.  Tibbetts.  The  fall  term  was  opened  in 
October  and  closed  December  24,  a  term  of  ten  weeks.  Mr, 
Burke  resigned  November  15,  and  Robert  G.  McMahon  was 
chosen  his  successor.

COURSE    OF    STUDY. 

The  plan  of  study  remains  essentially  the  same  as  last 
year. 

The  legislature  of  1883  enacted  that  "physiology  and 
hygiene,  including  special  reference  to  the  effects  of  alcoholic 
stimulants  and  narcotics  upon  the  human  system,  shall  be 
prescribed  in  all  schools  sufhcieutly  advanced." 

In  our  course,  this  stud}^  is  taken  during  the  last  'i^art  of 
the  grammar  school  and  as  an  elective  in  the  first  year  of  the 
high  school  course ;  it  is  not  required  in  the  ungraded 
schools.  It  may  be  doubted  whether  the  practice  as  to  the 
high  and  ungraded  schools  fulfils  either  the  letter  or  the 
spirit  of  the  law. 

I  would  ask  3'our  consideration  of  drawing,  as  a  proper 
exercise  to  be  introduced  into  our  curriculum.  It  seems  to 
me  that  the  hand  and  e^^e  of  our  pupils  should  receive  this 
training, — a  training  that  can  be  given  by  no  other  study, — 
and  that  a  systematic  course  throughout  our  several  grades 
so  far  from  detracting  from  their  efficiency,  would  be  of 
great  advantage.  I  recommend  that  the  matter  be  consid- 
ered to  see  if  place  can  be  found  for  this  if  it  be  thought 
desirable-  Drawing  was  introduced  into  the  grades  below 
the  high  school  several  years  ago  and  remained  for  a  year  or 
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two,  but  under  some  disadvantages  ;  it  was  conducted  by 
the  regular  teachers  most  of  whom  had  themselves  received 
no  training  ;  and  it  did  not  remain  a  required  branch  long 
enough  to  give  it  a  fair  trial.  A  special  teacher  would  be 
required  for  a  time  to  make  the  teaching  a  success  ;  or,  at 
any  rate,  a  series  of  lessons  to  the  teachers. 

SCHOOL-HOUSES. 

But  little  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  school- 
houses  has  been  made  during  the  year,  owing  to  the  insuffi- 
cient appropriation  for  repairs.  The  committee  of  the  city 
councils  having  charge  of  the  school-houses  have  listened 
courteously  to  all  suggestions  and  requests  relating  to  repairs 
or  alterations,  but  with  only  $700  at  their  command,  very 
little  could  be  done. 

From  $2000  to  $3000  is  needed  at  once  to  put  the  build- 
ings and  their  surroundings  in  proper  condition.  It  will  be 
discovered  some  time  that  neglect  of  school  propert}^  for  a 
series  of  years  or  even  for  one  year  is  not  economy. 

Last  year  I  made  some  suggestions  in  my  annual  report 
regarding  needed  repairs  ;  as  no  action  was  taken  I  repro- 
duce them  here  : 

"  The  houses  in  the  city  proper  need  constant  over-sight ; 
there  is  hardly  a  fence  but  needs  rebuilding  ;  the  lot  at  the 
Hale  school  has  never  been  enclosed  though  the  School 
Committee  transmitted  to  the  councils  a  resolution  request- 
ing that  it  be  done  over  a  year  ago.  Both  the  Sawyer  and 
the  High  School  buildings  need  a  tliorough  renovation  with 
paint,  tinting  and  whitening.  T\w  blackboards  in  the  l)elk- 
nap.  Sawyer  and  the  Hale  buildings  need  to  be  recoated,  and 
a  portion  of  those  in  the  \'arney  and  Peirce  schools  should 
])e  made  over.     The  cellars  of  the  two  buildino's   last  umuk  d 
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should  be  cemented.  A  porch  enclosing  the  entrance  to  the 
High  school  biildiing  would  probably  save  its  cost  in  fuel  in 
a  short  time. 

Sliding  blinds  are  in  use  in  the  Sawyer,  Peh-ce,  Varney 
and  Hale  buildings.  They  are  injurious  to  the  pupils,  incon- 
venient to  teachers,  constantly  out  of  order,  and  are  a  con- 
tinual and  intolerable  nuisance  in  every  respect ;  some  of 
these  sliding  blinds  refuse  to  slide, — others  will  do  nothing 
else.  At  best,  one-half  of  every  window  in  these  buildings 
.is  darkened  all  of  the  time.  Though  you  have  resolved 
against  them  heretofore  in  vain,  I  would  respectfully  but 
urgentl}^  request  you  to  make  another  attempt  to  have  them 
removed." 

The  surroundings  and  approaches  of  the  High  school  are 
unsightly  in  the  highest  degree  and  steps  should  be  taken  to 
secure  an  appearance  more  creditable  to  the  city ;  one,  at 
least,  that  you  would  not  be  ashamed  of.  A  move  should  be 
made  to  enlarge  the  yard  by  extending  it  to  the  river.  You 
could  then  do  away  with  the  unsightly  collection  of  rubbish 
deposited  on  the  river  bank  ;  this,  with  a  proper  grading  of 
the  yard,  an  improved  sidewalk,  and  new  crossings  upon 
Fii-st  and  Chestnut  streets  would  take  away  the  reproach  of 
having  the  worst  situated  High  school  building  in  the  state. 

The  water  supply  of  many  of  the  buildings  is  very  inade- 
quate. Not  one  of  the  ungraded  schools  has  any  supply 
except  such  as  is  gained  from  the  wells  of  the  neighboring 
houses,  many  of  them  at  a  considerable  distance.  This  is 
also  true  of  some  of  the  graded  schools.  Such  a  condition 
causes  much  inconvenience  to  the  childi-en  and  dissatisfac- 
tion among  the  parents.

Ex-Street  Commissioner's  Report, 


To  the  City  Councils  of  the  Qity  of  Dover: 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  submit  in}'  report  from  Jan.  1 
to  April  30,  1886. 

January,  February,  and  March,  were  spent  as  usual  in 
keeping  our  streets  and  sidewalks  in  condition  for  public 
travel,  and  building  the  new  leading  street  from  Broadway  to 
the  new  machine  shop.  Through  the  month  of  April  we  hauled 
gravel  on  Broadway,  Chapel  and  Oak  streets.  April  5  put 
three  men  to  work  breaking  stone  for  the  crusher ;  with  what 
we  had  on  hand  last  fall  and  what  we  have  broken  through 
the  month  of  April,  there  are  now  on  hand  between  three 
and  four  hundred  loads  of  stone  ready  for  the  crusher.

Joint  Standino;  Committee's  Report 


ON   BRIDGES. 


To  the  City  Councih  of  the  City  of  Dover  : 

Few  cities  or  towns  of  our  size  are  obliged  to  maintain  so 
many  bridges  as  Dover.  And,  although  a  good  deal  of 
money  has  been  spent  on  these  things  during  the  last  ten 
years,  there  is  little  of  the  graceful  or  permanent  about 
Dover  bridges.  Indeed,  the  musing  angler  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  years  ago,  though  obliged  to  walk  a  good  ways 
round,  could  never  have  imagined  such  miracles  as  now  span 
our  rivers.  Neither  artist  or  engineer  drafted  their  lines. 
No  spider's  web  helped  out  the  inventor.  It  would  be  an 
insult  to  the  spider  to  imagine  such  a  thing.  Iloratius  never 
could  have  kept  one,  even  in  the  good  old  days  of  old.  The 
"Bridge  of  Doon"  was  worth  the  whole  of  them.  One  has 
not  fallen  for  some  years,  but  we  are  unable  to  tell  why 
some  remain  standing.  A  sum,  man}'  times  larger  than 
that  placed  at  our  disposal,  might  have  been  judiciously  ex- 
pended during  the  year  now  closing.  But  we  did  not  ask 
for  a  large  sum,  trusting  that  fortune  would  continue  to  be 
kind,  and  because  we  were  satisfied  that  the  government 
was  not  disposed  to  provide  for  more  than  patching  and 
casual  mending.     We  think  more  ought  to  have    been   done. 

The  stone  work  of  the  Blackwater  bridge  has  been  looked 
after.  Four  thousand  feet  of  oak  plank  have  been  put  on 
the  Central  Avenue  wonder,  and  new  iron  supports  and 
stone   strengthening    added.     Tlie    whole    of    Fourth    street 
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bridge  has  been  replaiiked,  and  some  money  spent  on  the 
Washington  street  blot.  We  have  also  looked  after  the 
Fresh-Creek  stiTicture,  and  tightened  the  bolts  of  the  liridge 
lying  athwart  the  river  near  the  County  Farm. 

At  the  last  meeting  one  of  our  number  was  asked  to  quote 
some  poetry.     Here  it  is  : 

"  I  stood  on  the  bridge  at  midnight, 

As  the  clocks  were  striking  the  hour, 
And  the  moon  rose  over  the  city, 

Behind  the  dark  church-tower, 
And  hke  those  waters  rushing 

Among  the  wooden  piers, 
A  tlood  of  thoughts  came  o'er  me, 

That  filled  my  eyes  with  tcarB." 

Tears,  gentlemen,  for  a  city  which  maintains    such    weak 
and  unendurably  ugly  bridges.

Ordinances. 


PASSED  SINCE  PUBLICATION  OF  CHARTER 
AND  ORDINANCES. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Dover : 

Sec.  1.  Every  person  keeping  a  dog  and  permitting  him 
to  run  at  large  in  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  other  place  in 
the  City  of  Dover,  without  a  license,  and  without  said  dog 
having  around  his  neck  a  collar  of  brass,  tin  or  leather,  with 
the  name  of  the  owner  engraved  thereon,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  two  and  not  more  than  five  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  The  Mayor  may  grant  such  license  for  one  year, 
only  on  condition  that  the  person  applying  for  the  same, 
shall  pay  for  the  use  of  the  city  not  less  than  two  dollars 
for  a  male  dog  and  five  dollars  for  a  female  dog,  and  not 
otherwise,  which  license  shall  be  recorded  in  a  book  kept 
for  that  purpose,  and  delivered  to  the  person  applying  there- 
for. 

Sec.  3.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsis- 
tent with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Passed  March  2,  1882. 

Be  it  ordained,  by  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Dover  : 

Sec.  1.  That  section  5,  chapter  IV,  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  be  amended  as  follows  :  In  the  second  line  the 
word  "four"  be  .stricken  out  and  the  word  "five  "  be  in- 
serted. 

Sec.  2.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Marehal  to  cause 
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one  night  watchman  to  be  at  the  Police  Station  from  10 
o'clock  p.  M.  to  7  o'clock  a.  m.,  each  night  watchman  doing 
this  duty  in.  turn  as  designated  by  the  Marshal. 

Sec.  3.  The  police  station  shall  be  open  at  all  hours  of 
the  day  or  night,  to  receive  complaints  respecting  offences 
against  the  law  and  ordinances,  and  notice  of  fire  by  tele- 
phone or  othei-wise. 

Sec.  4.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsis- 
tent with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Passed  March  9.  1882. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Dover : 

Sec.  1 .  Whenever  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  grant 
permission  to  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  to  en- 
cumber any  street,  sidewalk  or  public  square  of  said  City  of 
Dover,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting,  altering  or  moving 
buildings,  or  to  dig  up  or  encumber  the  same  in  any  other 
manner,  they  shall,  as  a  condition  to  granting  such  permis- 
sion, require  the  party  obtaining  the  same  to  furnish  a  bond 
of  indemnity  to  the  City  of  Dover  in  such  sum  and  with 
such  securities  as  they  may  think  proper. 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  eft'tct  upon  its  pas- 
sage.' 

Passed  March  30,  1882. 

An  ordinance  in  amendment  of  Sec.  o,  Chap.  IV,  of  tlie 
Revised  Ordinances. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Voce r  : 

Sec.  1.  That  after  the  word  **section"  in  Sec.  5,  Ch;\[). 
IV,  of  the  Eevised  Ordinances,  the  words  "except  that  of 
Tniant  Officer,"  be  inserted. 

Passed  March  30,  1882. 

An  ordinance  in  :\.meu(lment  of  Cluii>ter  X  of  tlie  City 
Ordinances. 
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Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Couneih  of  the  City  of  Do- 
ver: 

That  the  figure  "2"  in  the  thirty-fourth  line  of  Sec.  4  of 
Chapter  X.,  be  stricken  out,  and  the  figure  "3"  be  inserted 
in  lieu  thereof. 

That  between  the  word  "city"  in  the  fourth  line  of  Sec. 
10,  Chap.  X.,  of  the  City  Ordinances,  and  the  word  "and" 
in  the  same  line,  as  printed  in  the  volume  entitled  "Charter 
and  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Dover,  N.  H.,"  the  following 
words  be  inserted:  "See  that  the  dwelling-houses  of  the 
Chief,  First,  Second  and  Third  Engineers,  the  Steam  En- 
gineei-s  and  assistants,  the  drivers  of  Steamers  and  Hook 
and  Ladder  companies  are  connected  with  the  Telephone 
Central  office,  and  that  a  pair  of  spring  harnesses  be  con- 
stantly ready  for  use  in  the  Hook  and  Ladder  House." 

That  the  figure  "2"  in  the  third  line  of  Sec.  15  of  said 
Chapter  be  stricken  out  and  the  figure  "o"  be  inserted  in 
lieu  thereof. 

That  the  figure  ^-o"  in  the  ninth  line  in  Sec.  ir>  of  said 
Chapter  be  stricken  out  and  the  figure  "2"  be  inserted  in 
lieu  thereof.  That  all  after  the  figure  "1"  in  the  tenth  line 
-of  Sec.  15  of  said  chapter  be  stricken  out,  and  the  following 
words  be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof:  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Mayor  to  cause  one  pair  of  hoi*ses,  suitable  to  draw  the 
Hook  and  Ladder  Carriage,  and  a  competent  driver,  to  be 
kept  within  the  limits  of  Highway.  District  No.  1." 

In  case  of  alarm  of  fire,  tsaid  drivers,  with  their  hoi-ses, 
shall  be  under  control  of  the  Chief  Engineer.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  driver  of  Steamer  No.  2  forthwith  to  repair 
to  the  Engine  House  on  Orchard  Street,  set  fire  to  the  fuel 
prepared  in  the  fire-box  of  Steamer  No.  2,  and  draw  the 
same  to  a  convenient  place  near  the  fire,  from  which  a  sup- 
ply of  water  ca.u  be  obtained,  nnd  awnit  the  dii'ections  of  the 
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foreman.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  driver  of  the  Hose 
Carriage  No.  1,  forthwith  to  repair  to  the  Engine  House  on 
Orchard  Street,  and  await  the  orders  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
or  his  assistants.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  driver  of  Hook 
and  Ladder  Carriage  No.  1,  forthwith  to  repair  to  the  Hook 
and  Ladder  House  on  Fist  Street,  draw  said  carriage  to  the 
fire  and  await  the  directions  of  the  foreman. 
Passed  February  20,  1883. 

An  amendment  to  Chapter  X.  and  XV,  of  the  City  Ordi- 
nances. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Conncih  of  the  City  of  Do- 
ver: 

That  the  word  "three"  in  the  second  line  of  Section  1, 
Chapter  X.,  of  the  City  Ordinances,  as  printed  in  the  volume 
entitled  "Charter  and  Ordinances,"  be  stricken  out,  and  the 
word  "two"  inserted  in  lieu  thereof;  and  the  w^ords  "the 
third  assistant  engineer,  sixty-five  dollars,"  in  Section  10, 
Chapter  XV,  be  stricken  out. 

Passed  March  8,  1883. 

An  amendment  to  an  Ordinance  passed  March  8,  1882. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Conneils  of  the  City  of  Do- 
ver: 

Tlial  Section  2  and  4  of  the  amendment  to  the  City  Ordi- 
nances passed  March  9,  1882,  be  stricken  out,  and  the  fol- 
lowing words  be  inserted  in  lieutliereof  : 

"The  City  ]Marshal  shall  see  that  one  member  of  the  night 
watch,  while  on  duty,  remains  on  or  about  Central  Square, 
and  so  near  the  police  station  as  to  be  able  to  respond  to  a 
call  or  alarm  from  a  telephone  box,  which  shall  be  placed  at 
the  north-east  corner  of  the  City  Hall  lot." 

Passed  March  8,  1883. 


Au  Onruuiuce  in  n'ganl  to  City  Hepoits. 
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Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Coimeils  of  the  City  of  Do- 
ver : 

That  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Receipts  and  Expendi- 
tures for  each  municipal  year  be  printed  and  ready  for  dis- 
tribution, on  or  before  the  twentieth  da}^  of  March,  after  the 
expiration  of  said  municipal  year. 

Passed  April  10,  1883. 

Ordinance  in  amendment  of  Chapter  17,  City  Ordinances. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Coiineils  of  the  City  of 
Dover: 

That  Chapter  XVII.  of  the  City  Ordinances  (relating  to 
\'ital  Statistics  and  Funeral  Undertakers)  be  amended  after 
Section  2,  to  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  any  person  shall  die  within  the  limits 
of  the  City,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  physician  attending 
such  person  during  his  or  her  last  sickness,  to  examine  the 
body  of  such  deceased  person  before  the  burial  thereof ; 
and  to  make  out  and  sign  a  certificate  setting  forth,  as  far  as 
the  same  may  be  ascertained,  the  name,  age,  color,  sex, 
nativity,  occupation,  whether  married  or  single,  duration  of 
residence  in  the  cit}',  cause,  date  and  place  of  death  of  such 
deceased  person  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  undertaker, 
or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  burial  of  such  deceased  per- 
son, to  add  to  such  certificate  the  date  and  place  of  burial, 
and  having  dul}^  signed  the  same  to  deposit  it  with  the  City 
Clerk  and  obtain  a  permit  for  burial ;  and  in  the  case  of 
death  from  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  said  certifi- 
cate shall  be  made  and  fol"v^'arded  immediately. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  a  permit  for  burial  is  applied  for,  in 
case  of  death  without  the  attendance  of  a  physician,  or  it  is 
impossi])le  to  obtain  a  physician's  certificate,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  City  Physician  to  make  the  necessary  examina- 
tion, and  to  investigate  the  case,  and  make  and  sign  a  certi- 
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licate  of  the  probable  cause  of  death  ;  and  if  not  satisfied  as 
to  the  cause  aud  circumstances  attending  such  death, he  shall 
so  report  to  the  Mayor. 

Sec.  5.  No  interment  or  disinterment  of  the  dead  body 
of  any  human  being,  or  disposition  thereof  in  any  tomb, 
vault  or  cemetery,  shall  be  made  within  the  city  without  a 
permit  therefor,  granted  as  aforesaid,  nor  otherwise  than  in 
accordance  with  such  permit. 

No  undertaker.  Superintendent  of  Cemetery,  or  other 
person  shall  assist  in,  assent  to,  or  allow  any  such  inter- 
ment, or  disinterment,  to  be  made,  until  such  permit  has 
been  given  as  aforesaid  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
undertaker,  Superintendent  of  Cemetery,  or  other  person 
having  charge  of  any  burial  place  as  aforesaid,  who  shall 
receive  such  permit,  to  presence  and  return  the  same  to  the 
City  Clerk  within  forty-eight  hours  from  the  time  of  said 
burial. 

No  dead  body  of  any  human  being,  from  without  the 
limits  of  the  city,  shall  be  received  into,  or  allowed  to  be 
buried  in  any  cemetery,  or  other  place  of  interment  in  said 
city,  unless  the  person  in  charge,  Superintendent  of  Ceme- 
tery, or  undertaker,  shall  first  have  obtained  a  permit  from 
the  City  Clerk  ;  said  permit  to  be  issued  upon  the  certificate 
of  the  ph3^sician  who  attended  the  deceased  during  his  or 
her  last  sickness. 

Section  4  of  this  chapter  shall  be  numbered  Section  6. 

Section  5  shall  be  altered  to  read  as  follows  : 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  dol- 
lars.

An  amendment  to  Chapter  IV,  of  the  City  Oidinaut'cs. 
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Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Do- 
ver: 

That  after  the  last  word  in  Section  3  of  Chapter  IV,  of 
the  City  Ordinances  the  following  be  added  : 

"  He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  furnish  and  provide  officers  for  service  as  truant 
officers  ;  and  in  this  respect  fully  carry  out  the  provision  of 
the  laws  of  the  State  pertaining  thereto." 

All  ordinances  not  in  accordance  with  this  ordinance  are 
hereby  repealed.

That  the  city  hereby  accept,  and  will  accept, 
all  donations  and  legacies  made  to  it,  for  the  purpose  of 
keeping  in  good  repair  and  preservation  any  grave  or  lot,  the 
avenues  connected  therewith,  and  the  tomb,  fences,  monu- 
ments, trees,  shrubbery,  and  soil  thereon,  in  any  public  cem- 
etery. 

Sec.  2.     All  such  les'acies  and  donations  shall  be   invest- 
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ed  in  United  States,  State,  County,  City  or  Town  securi- 
ties, and  the  annual  income  thereof  shall  be  expended  in 
performing  the  conditions  attached  to  such  donation  or  leg- 
acy. 

Sfx'.  3.  The  money  shall  be  expended  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  "  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Cemeteries,"  who 
shall  make  an  annual  report  in  detail,  to  the  City,  of  their 
doings  during  the  previous  year. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to 
publish  each  year  in  the  annual  report  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  city  a  statement  showing  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of,  and  condition  of  the  funds  in  his  custody 
under  the  ordinances. 

Sec.  h.  The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  ac- 
cept and  receipt  for,  and  in  behalf  of  the  city,  any  donation 
or  legacy,  when  made  in  accordance  with  an  act  of  the  Leg- 
islature, approved  July  18,  1876,  entitled,  "An  act  author- 
izing cities  and  towns  to  accept  donations  and  legacies  in 
certain  cases,"  and  agreeable  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
this  ordinance. 

Passed  December  fi,  1883. 

Amendment  to  Chapter  TIT,  Section  13,  of  the  City  Ordi- 
nances. 

Be  it  ordained  hy  the  City  Councils  oj  the  City  of  Dover. 

That  Chapter  III,  Section  13,  of  the  City  Ordinances  be 
and  is  hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "  ^Farch  " 
and  inserting  the  word  "  January  "  in  lieu  thereof.

An  ordinance  in  amendment  to  an  Ordinance  on  Cenu*- 
teries. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Borer  : 

That  Section  13  of  Chapter  A' ITT  of  the    City    OidinaiUM's 
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be  stricken  out  and  the  following  inserted  in  lieu  thereof  : 
The  following  scale  of  prices  is  hereby  established,  to  wit : 
for  digging  and  closing  the  grave  of  any  person  of  the  age 
of  12  3'ears  and  under  12,  one  dollar :  for  any  person  over 
12  years,  two  dollars  ;  also  an  additional  sum  not  exceeding 
one  dollar  in  any  case  may  be  charged,  when  the  ground  is 
frozen  hard  and  the  snow^  very  deep,  or  when  canvas  is  used 
to  cover  a  lot  and  the  earth  is  removed.  For  opening  and 
closing  a  tomb  fifty  cents.

PUBLIC    LIBR.VRY. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Dover  : 
Sec.  1.  The  City  Councils  shall  annually  on  the  first 
Thursday  of  October  meet  in  convention  for  the  purpose  of 
filling,  by  joint  ballot  of  the  Board  of  Dover  Public  Library 
Trustees  and  the  City  Councils,  the  vacancy  annually  oc- 
curing,  by  expiration  of  term,  in  said  Board  of  Trustees.

That  the  City  Marshal  shall  immediately  report  in  writ- 
ing to  the  Mayor  all  cases  in  the  police  department,  of  neg- 
lect of  duty,  intoxication,  willful  disobedience  of  orders, 
and  disrespect  to  a  superior ;  fully  specifying  the  same  ;  and 
the  Mayor,  within  three  days  from  the  making  of  such  re- 
port, shall  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  City  Government  to 
consider  and  take  action  on  the  case  ;  shall  notify  the  officer 
complained  of  to  appear  at  such  time,  and  shall  furnish  him 
with  a  copy  of  the  charges  preferred  against  him.

common  or  square,  garden,  field  or  3^ard,  or  shall  without 
lawful  permission  climb  on  or  over  any  fence  of  any  garden 
or  yard,  or  put  upon  any  post  or  pole  used  to  sustain  wires 
any  advertisement  of  any  description  whatever,  or  otherwise 
disfigure  said  posts  or  poles.

Six'.  III.  Every  person  who  shall  strike  an  alann  with- 
out good  and  sufficient  cause,  or  shall  in  any  way  interfere 
with  or  injure  the  telegrnphic]apparatus,  wires,  posts  or  boxes, 
shall  on  conviction  pay  for  such  offense  a  fine  not  less  than 
five  or  more  tluin  twenty  dollars. 
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Sec.  IV.  There  shiill  be  elected  bv  the  City  Councils  in 
convention,  immediately  upon  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance, 
a  Superintendent  of  Telegraph  Fire  Alarm,  to  serve  without 
pa}^  whose  dut}^  it  shall  be  to  exercise  a  general  care  and 
watchfulness  over  the  entire  system,  with  a  view  to  securing 
the  prompt  attention  of  the  ^layor  and  City  Councils  to  any 
defect,  as  w  ell  as  to  notifying  the  Joint  Standing  Committee 
on  Fire  Department  of  any  lack  of  supplies.

Established  by  City  Councils,  March  20,  1865. 


Resolved. — I.  That  Highway  District  No.  One  be  ex- 
tended to  the  junction  of  Back  River  and  Durham  roads. 

II.  That  Highway  Districts  Nos.  Two  and  Three  be 
added  to  and  inchided  in  Highway  District  No.  One. 

III.  That  Highway  District  No.  Twenty-two  be  ex- 
tended to  the  large  elm  tree  east  of  E.  Faxon's  house.  , 

IV.  That  so  much  of  Highway  District  No.  Twenty- 
three  as  runs  from  Rebecca  Pinkham's  gate  to  the  turn  of 
the  road  near  Andrew  T.  Roberts'  dwelling-house,  be  dis- 
annexed  from  said  District  No.  Twenty- three,  and  annexed 
to  and  made  part  of  Highwa}^  District  No.  Fourteen  ;  and 
so  much  as  runs  from  the  turn  of  the  road  near  the  dwell- 
ing-house of  Samuel  H.  Hanson's  to  Nathaniel  Carleton's 
dwelling-house,  be  disannexed  from  said  District  No.  Four- 
teen, and  annexed  to  and  made  part  of  Highway  District 
No.  Twent}^- three. 

V.  As  established  September  19,  1872.  That  so  much 
of  Highway  District  No.  Eight,  as  lies  between  the  junction 
of  Sixth  and  Grove  streets  and  the  westerly  end  of  the  brick 
house  owned  by  John  B.  Hull,  be  disannexed  from  the  said 
District  No.  Eight,  and  added  to  and  made  part  of  Highway 
Districts  Nos.  One,  Two  and  Three. 

Eesolvecl^  etc. — VI.  That  the  Highway  District  No.  One 
be  extended  down  the  Dover  Point  road  as  far  as  the  lane 
leading  to  the  Sawyer  Mill. 

Passed  March  13,  1884. 

Eesolred,  e^c— VIT.  That  the  new  road,  laid  out  in 
1886,  called  the  Blackwater  Road  be  annexed  to  and  made  a 
part  of  Highway  District  No.  Six. 

Passed  Dec.  2,  1886. 
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Resolved^  etc. — VIII.  That  Highway  Districts  No.  Four- 
teen and  Fifteen  be  joined  and  made  one  district.  Also, 
that  Highway  Districts  No.  Twenty-one  and  Twenty-two 
be  joined  and  made  one  district. 

Passed  March  3,  1887. 


District  No.  1 — Shall  embrace  all  the  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys  in  the  compact  part  of  the  City,  also  Locust  (formerly 
HigJi)  street  to  its  head,  Arch  street,  Silver  and  Washing- 
ton streets  to  their  junction  with  Arch,  Fourth  to  its  junc- 
tion with  Tolend  road.  Brick  street  to  its  junction  with 
Grove  street,  Franklin  street  to  its  junction  with  Chestnut 
street  at  the  house  of  Capt.  Porter,  the  Rollins  road  to  its 
junction  wdth  Fresh  Creek  road,  the  turnpike  to  RoUinsford 
line,. Rogers  street  to  the  Gulf  road  west  of  Cushing's  Mills, 
Payne  street  to  the  culvert  beyond  Piatt's  Hill,  Mt.  Pleasant 
to  cross  road  to  Neck  road  near  James  Caton's  house, 
Pleasant  street  to  John  Meserve's  house  and  to  the  head  of 
Locust  street. 

District  No.  2 — Shall  begin  at  Cushing's  Mills,  thence  to 
James  McDuffee's  gate,  the  old  road  by  Capt.  James  B. 
Guppey's  to  Fresh  Creek  road,  and  Fresh  Creek  road  east  to 
the  Rollins  road  to  RoUinsford  line. 

District  No.  3 — Shall  begin  on  Franklin  street  at  the 
house  of  Capt.  Porter,  near  the  corner  of  Chestnut  street, 
thence  to  the  house  of  Levi  Sawyer  on  Garrison  Hill,  includ- 
ing the  Fresh  Creek  road,  w^est  of  the  Rollins  road. 

District  No.  4 — Shall  begin  at  the  house  of  Levi  Sawyer 
on  Garrison  Hill,  thence  to  Gage's  Hill  and  to  the  junction 
of  Rochester  and  Great  Falls  road,  by  Mr.  Haley's  house  to 
RoUinsford  line,  and  by  George  Page's  house  to  TlK^mns 
Currier's. 

District  No.  o — Shall  begin  at  Somersworthline  near  the 
Henderson  house,  thence  down  to  Gage's  Hill  and  by  both 
roads  and  to  the  junction  of  the  Rochester  and  Somersworth 
line. 

District  No.  G — Shall  begin  at  Somersworth  line  on  Black- 
water  road,  thence  to  the  Rochester  and  Somersworth    lines. 

District  No.  7 — Shall  begin  at  Reyner's  brook,    south    of 
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David  Sargent's  house,  theuce  by  vsaid  Sargent's  house  to 
Rochester  line  :  also  the  road  leading  by  the  school-house  to 
the  railroad  crossing,  and  the  road  to  Moses  Farnham's. 

District  No.  8 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  Grove  and 
Brick  streets,  thence  by  the  house  of  Ezra  Kimball  to  Indian 
brook ;  also  the  road  by  Eichard  Kimball's  house  to  the 
house  of  'My.  Fuller,  thence  to  the  railroad  crossing-near  the 
Whittier  bridge ;  also  the  Upper  Factory  road,  from  the 
school-house  to  the  south  side  of  the  bridge. 

District  No.  9 — Shall  begin  at  Indian  brook  near  the 
house  of  Oliver  S.  Home,  thence  by  the  house  of  Joseph  W. 
Bennett  to  the  railroad  crossing  near  the  cross  road,  and  to 
the  railroad  crossing  near  the  Almshouse,  and  by  the  house 
of  Paul  Home  to  the  house  of  Moses  Farnham. 

District  No.  10— Shall  begin  at  the  railroad  crossing  near 
the  Almshouse,  thence  by  the  house  of  Timothy  II.  Snell  to 
Rochester  line,  the  road  leading  to  John  Trickey's  farm,  and 
the  cross  road  by  the  house  of  Horace  Kimball  to  the  rail- 
road crossing. 

District  No.  11 — Shall  begin  at  Dover  Point,  theuce  to 
the  junction  of  the  roads  near  the  house  of  the  late  Jeremy 
Roberts. 

District  No.  12 — Shall  begin  at  John  INIeserve's  house, 
thence  to  the  bridge  below  Stephen  Austin's  house. 

District  No.  13 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  the  roads 
near  the  house  of  the  late  Jerem^^  Roberts,  thence  to  the  red 
school-house,  and  main  road  to  and  across  the  bridge  below 
Stephen  Austin's  house,  with  all  the  cross  roads. 

District  No.  14 — Shall  begin  at  Amaziah  Brownell's 
house,  thence  by  the  house  of  Nicholas  Varney  to  Nathan- 
iel Carlton's  house  and  the  Cowan  road. 

District  No.  15 — Shall  begin  at  the  culvert  at  Piatt V 
Hill,  thence  by  Samuel  Hanson's  2d,  to  the  old  road  and  the 
Amos  Burrows  road. 

District  No.  16 — Shall  begin  at  the  house  of  James 
AVentworth,  thence  to  Spruce  Lane,  the  David  and  Tuttle 
roads,  the  new. road  to  Reynold's  bridge,  and  the  road  to 
Madbury  line. 

District  No.  17 — Shall  beoin  at  the  head  of  Locust  street. 
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thence  to  Spruce  Lane,  the  Mast  road  to  Reynold's  bridge, 
the  Drew  and  Spruce  Lanes. 

Dlstrict  No.  18 — Shall  begin  at  the  Madbury  line,  thence 
by  Simon  J.  Torr's  house  to  Dunn's  bridge,  the  Mast  road 
to  Reynold's  bridge,  and  the  Pudding  Hill  to  the  Madbury 
line. 

District  No.  19 — Shall  begin  at  the  house  of  Joshua 
Trickey,  thence  by  the  house  of  William  Twombly  to  ]Mad- 
bury  line,  and  from  said  road  to  the  farm  of  Joseph  Bailey, 
and  from  said  road  to  the  Hanson  shop  (so-called.) 

District  No.  20 — Shall  begin  at  the  house  of  Robert

to  Wm.  W.  Wiggin's,  and  the  cross  road  to  the  Upper 
Factory  bridge. 

District  No.  '2-2 — Shall  begin  at  Ebenezer  Faxon's  black- 
smith shop,  thence  by  the  house  of  J.  Frank  Brown  to  Bar- 
rington  line,  the  road  to  Rochester  line,  the  road  to  Mad- 
bury line,  and  cross  road  over  the  Watson  bridge  to  the 
railroad  crossings. 

District  No.  23 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  the  roads 
near  the  house  of  Andrew  T.  Roberts,  thence  by  Ivory 
Paul's  house  to  the  junction  of  the  roads  near  Samuel  H. 
Hanson's  house,  and  the  cross  road  to  Mrs.  Pinkham's.
